cA S LONG as the earth remaineth God 
has promised continuity in the changing 
seasons.

WEIGHED IN THE BALANCE 


BoTH MAJOR POLITICAL parties have been weighed in the 
balance and found wanting. Political expediency is ap- 
parently the only factor to which the politicians of both 
parties react. Democrats and Republicans alike no longer 
inspire men to action, for both party organizations have 
lost the zeal and enthusiasm engendered by inward con- 
victions concerning the essential rightness of great issues. 

Politically both parties are drifting with the current and 
unable to furnish the alert fearless leadership so needed 
today. There are great moral issues before the people, as 
there always have been, but in this day of finesse in the 
use of the smear technique the politicians of both parties 
are in mortal fear of character assassins who operate 
through minority pressure groups. Because of this, the 
leaders of both major parties avoid important issues of the 
day which uphold the basic principles upon which our 
nation was founded and grew to greatness as though they 
were a deadly plague. The thinking of the politicians of 
both parties is always in terms of votes, with principle 
having little or no influence in their counsels. Having now 
arrived at the place where they are no longer interested 
in contending for righteousness, our days of prosperity 
are numbered, for the time which should be used in mak- 
ing worthy decisions is frittered away in needless and un- 
fruitful political chatter. 

A few far-sighted individuals in both parties are begin- 
ning to recognize the need of a new party that will include 
the best elements of both present major parties. In Des- 
Tiny for February 1938 we stated in part: 


“There should be no division such as at present divides the 
north and south into two major groups, for we are facing a period 
when we ought to forget the petty differences that have separated 
the good men of the south from the good men of the north. All 
citizens who love their country should come together in one great 
union party to combat the foes of unrighteousness that would 
destroy our government and enslave our people. The enemies of 
our liberty are pleased with the present division which exists 
amongst the citizens of this great nation, for dividing them into 
two opposing groups enables evil forces to exert an influence in 
control far above their numbers.” 


OF HISTORY 


The subversive forces which have been so active at 
Washington would long ago have been driven out of our 
capital, and our government would not now be honey- 
combed with radical individuals in key positions, had such 
a union party been in action and fighting against unright- 
eousness. The present trend toward such a coalition of 
interests to bring together the best elements of the south 
and north is a most welcome step to all those who are dis- 
gusted with the inane policies of both major parties today. 


THE USUAL CROP 


As WE ENTER the New Year the usual crop of prognosti- 
cators are undertaking to give us a step-by-step outline of 
what is to transpire during the coming twelve months. 
These self-appointed prophets are not deterred from 
aspiring to again secure attention this year even though 
their performances in the past as prophets proved to be 
questionable. | 

However, some of them have learned caution with the 
passing of the years and lately couch their predictions in 
generalities. This is convenient, for whether what they 
meant to say does or does not come to pass, they can still 
point to their double talk as evidence of having predicted 
what the march of history finally reveals in transpiring 
events. Evidently the desire to act in the role of a prophet 
is an endeavor to secure an acknowledgment of personal 
astuteness and understanding which actually they do not 
possess. The yearly hope that springs eternal within their 
breast is that sooner or later they will hit the jack pot and 
receive the prophet’s acclaim. 

The chief harm in all this lies in the fact that unthinking 
persons are apt to be led into a grave misuse of their Bibles. 
The Scriptures are not a collection of remarks which can 
be taken out of their context to support predictions of 
things to come. The Bible contains a continuously un- 
folding revelation and its messages, whether by precept or 
law, by prophet, apostle or our Lord Himself, are all 
bound together by an interrelationship that makes it 
impossible to consider any one verse of Scripture without 
immediately examining the surrounding statements and 








keeping it in its proper relationship to the whole plan and 
purpose of God. 

There is no doubt that the year 1950 is to be one of 
tremendous import since we are in the crisis period at the 
end of the age. Because of international complications 
which are due to multiply as Communism spreads and 
unrest increases in all parts of the world, it is safe enough 
to state that established trends have set the pattern which 
enables students of prophecy to understand the meaning 
of these days in which we are living. As events identify 
themselves with the fulfillment of prophecy, students of 
the word of the Lord may indeed say, “‘This is that spoken 
of by the prophets.” 

It is to the point to remember, however, that all the 
prophets, and our Lord Himself, have informed us that 
certain major events due to occur as the present age draws 
to its close are to be entirely unheralded; the first indica- 
tion of their arrival will be their sudden and unannounced 
appearance. It is useless, therefore, to seek to the would-be 
prophets for this type of vital information, for it is hidden 
from all until the exact time for its revelation. 

The Angel informed Daniel that “none of the wicked 
shall understand,” though He also said, “But the wise 
shall understand.” The kind of understanding referred to 
is an entirely individual accomplishment; not something 
that can be proclaimed in advance nor imparted to others, 
any more than the five wise virgins could give of the oil 
in their lamps to the five foolish ones who had none. Be- 
cause this is so, it behooves those who desire understand- 
ing of coming events to follow the prescribed course set 
forth by the Angel in His instructions to Daniel. He stated 
it would be the wise who purify themselves, are made 
white and tried, who will have the necessary discernment 
and secure understanding. Those who are wise, therefore, 
are searching the Scriptures for themselves, watching 
daily and living in a spirit of constant expectancy, for they 
know that the time is indeed short. 


THE SWAN SONG 


How MANY RECALL the statements of the economic experts 
back in 1927-29? Is the cycle of optimism repeating itself 
in similar pronouncements voiced by economists today? 

The Chicago Daily News for October 31, 1949 points out 
in a feature article that many eminent authorities seem 
convinced that, while today’s economic apple cart may 
be joggled, it cannot be spilled. The conclusions of Pro- 
fessor Sumner H. Slichter of Harvard, in an address be- 
fore the National Conference of Commercial Receivable 
Companies, exhibit the characteristics of the present 
school of business logic: 


‘Since the country is engaged in a cold war and will be in- 
volved in this war for years to come, and since its economic 
institutions are essentially inflationary, one may conclude, I 
think, that the influences which make for expansion and produc- 
tion and employment in the economy are considerably stronger 
than the influences which make for contraction. This does not 
mean that the influences which make for contraction may not 
prevail to a limited extent and for short periods of time. The 
conditions for a real old-fashioned depression, however, do not 
exist and are not likely to exist in the foreseeable future.” 


Another professor, Irving Fisher of Yale, spoke in a 
quite similar vein back in 1927, and in January 1928 he 
changed his nationally-known basic index figures for 
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commodity prices and dollar purchasing power based 
upon 1913 figures to those of 1926, explaining: 


“The 1926 base overthrows the old and dangerous notion of a 
return to prewar ‘normalcy’ and substitutes a new and hopeful 
‘normal.’ ” 


He then stated that this was a much more real and less 
arbitrary normal than the average of 1913 because the 
Federal Reserve system, in co-operation with the great 
central banks of Europe, would prevent further price 
convulsions. Those convulsions came less than two years 
later. 

It was pointed out further in 1927-28 that, based upon 
computations of population and buying power for the 
next 10 to 30 years, a survey proved conclusively that 
wants are almost insatiable; that one satisfied want makes 
way for another. Thus, the Hoover committee reported 
in May 1929 the following conclusions: 


**Economically we have a boundless field before us; that there 
are new wants which will make way endlessly for newer wants as 
fast as they are satisfied. We have the power to produce and the 
capital to bring about the exchange between the producing and 
consuming groups. We have communication to speed and spread 
the influence of ideas. We have the sciences and arts to help us. 
We have a great national opportunity.” 


This report put down on paper the best judgment of 
recognized leaders in banking, industry, economics and 
education — yet the stock market crashed five months 
later. 

The irrepressible optimists are telling us today of the 
2,000,000 people who will be added to the population of 
the United States in 1950 and, in a look ahead, we are in- 
formed of an increase in population that will hit the 189 
million mark by 1975. We are then told that there will 
be no depression with the growing demand that will come 
from this increase in population for farm products, hous- 
ing, clothing, automobiles and products of all kinds. It is 
a rosy picture of greedy mammon expanding its holdings 
and increasing its assets and businessmen assured of multi- 
plied numbers of customers. 

But there is a fly in the ointment, for men are entirely 
overlooking the fact that, under certain circumstances, a 
growing population can so burden a fixed and rigid 
system of economy that competition will stifle purchasing 
power and reduce men to a state of bare existence on 
starvation rations. It has happened in the past and it can 
happen again; in fact, this trend is already in evidence, 
though unseen and unrecognized by those who are riding 
high on the crest of the present round of wage increases. 
Businessmen are being fed an economic sedative by the 
so-called experts who also live in a fool’s paradise of 
feigned tranquility. A quotation from the Scriptures 
comes to mind: 


“For when they shall say, Peace and safety; then sudden 
destruction cometh upon them, as travail upon a woman with 
child; and they shall not escape.” (I Thess. 5: 3.) 


This can be readily paraphrased as follows: ‘‘For when 
they begin to say (as men did in 1927—29 and are doing 
now) that no real depression is possible, then sudden col- 
lapse of the economy becomes inevitable.” 

But both Drew Pearson and Walter Winchell have gone 
on record over the radio, assuring the millions of their 
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listening public that it cannot happen. Winchell went so 
far Sunday evening, November 27, 1949, as to say that 
such a depression is absolutely impossible, thus deceiving 
his listeners by giving voice to the swan song of the opti- 
mistic economists who are singing the same “lullaby.” 

Pearson called those of us who are warning of coming 
economic disaster false prophets, stating that the predic- 
tions of economic troubles have not materialized. What 
he entirely overlooks is that his statement is premature. 
He is passing judgment upon a matter before the timing 
when the results will become manifest, for the economic 
cycles have not yet run their full course. There remain a 
few months yet, according to prophecy, before men will 
become convinced that all is not well with the present 
Babylonian economic structure. 

It is a most interesting fact — and it is worthy of serious 
consideration — that all these prognosticators of con- 
tinuing prosperity are timing their optimistic utterances 
in relation to the coming economic collapse in the same 
way that their brothers in optimism timed their utterances 
in relation to the 1929 crash. The whole economic cycle 
of judgment, which began with the Wall Street crash of 
1929, is prophetically shown to advance in three succes- 
sive stages of 2,520 days each. The entire cycle will com- 
plete its course in the Spring and Summer of 1950. A year 
or two before the cycle began economic and financial 
experts pronounced the impossibility of such a develop- 
ment. Now, a year or so before the final climax of judg- 
ment descends upon Babylon the Great, they are saying 
the same thing. The powerful government of the United 
States, so we are told, will not allow it to happen. Well, 
let us wait and see. 


ALMOST BEYOND BELIEF 


OVER THE RADIO Friday evening, December 2, 1949, 
Fulton Lewis Jr. presented evidence to show that ship- 
ments were made to Russia in 1943-44 of atomic secrets, 
blueprints from our archives, uranium, heavy water and 
other vital material and important information. The evi- 
dence indicated that Russian procurement officers had 
direct contact with top officials in Washington and the 
names of both Harry Hopkins and ex-Vice President 
Henry Wallace have been linked with these activities. 

Soviet Russia was therefore securing secret information 
about the Manhattan Project long before American citi- 
zens were aware of the existence of such an undertaking. 
How silly the situation now becomes when we recall the 
FBI cracking down on any American citizen who expressed 
what seemed to be remote knowledge of atomic experi- 
ments when at the very same time information on this 
project was being cleared by top officials in Washington 
for direct transportation to Russia. 

We are now having a glimpse of intrigue and treachery 
which is almost beyond belief. In fact, the current revela- 
tions have seemed so fantastic that the first reaction of 
patriotic government men was expressed in the statement, 
“Incredible!??’ However, the evidence speaks otherwise. 

No investigation will ferret out the full extent of these 
treacherous and treasonable acts which fails to deal thor- 
oughly with realities, calling a spade a spade and naming 
names. It is of no use to minimize the situation; nor will it 
be to the public interest to keep secret the names of all 
individuals involved. The situation is indeed dangerous 
because the enemy within has become so well established, 
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with the means of harassing those who would expose him, 
that no ordinary investigation will suffice. The very in- 
vestigators themselves will be subjected to the deadly 
smear technique. In the hands of the unscrupulous sabo- 
teur this is a powerful weapon for the protection of the 
over-all program of subversion. 

It is far from pleasant to realize that men holding im- 
portant and trusted positions of state are responsible for 
enabling Soviet Russia to smuggle out of our country top 
secrets and information that no doubt has gone a long way 
toward solving the know-how of atom bomb construction 
for the men in the Kremlin. Millions of Americans may yet 
pay with their lives for the stupidity or duplicity of their 
officials. 

The danger now is that the whole story may be pre- 
vented from becoming public through the devious proc- 
esses of the smear technique and political whitewash. 
These methods may conceal the facts unless an aroused 
American public will demand vigorous action to bring to 
light all the information and mete out just and adequate 
punishment to those who have jeopardized the life of every 
man, woman and child in America by assisting Russia to 
secure the knowledge she needed to learn how to make 
atom bombs. 


HIDDEN INFLUENCES AT WORK 


BECAUSE OUR FOREFATHERS recognized the danger of allow- 
ing the exeeutive branch of government to exercise legis- 
lative authority, our Constitution was written specifically 
defining presidential activities and placing safeguards 
around every branch of government. They knew that when 
a country becomes subject to rule by executive order the 
bars will be let down to all types of abuses. 

In the election of 1933 Franklin D. Roosevelt became 
President of the United States. Unfortunately for the good 
of our nation, there came into office under the New Deal, 
which was inaugurated by Mr. Roosevelt, men whose 
ideology of government differed radically from the prin- 
ciples long established in our nation and followed by both 
major parties in the past. The Constitution itself was sub- 
jected to attack and men in office began to openly scheme 
to overcome its regulations and prohibitions. Under pres- 
sure of domestic difficulties, and later war, President 
Roosevelt secured legislative enactments placing in his 
hands tremendous executive authority and power. The 
foundations were being skillfully laid to enable an unpub- 
licized but powerful minority group working through the 
President to accomplish the carrying out of well-laid plans. 

American citizens failed to realize that Constitutional 
guarantees are no stronger than the will of the people to 
see that they are at all times kept in force. Though the 
Constitution is a powerful instrument, yet no document, 
however good, will by itself continue long in force, or be 
able to function for the benefit of the people, unless backed 
by the will of men to prevent its requirements from being 
set aside. 

We can now look back over the years and see clearly 
that there has existed a determined program to nullify 
the operation of our Constitution and change our way of 
life. Fantastic as the program seemed to many at the time, 
Benedict Arnolds have been working insidiously back of 
the scenes to bring about the destruction of our constitu- 
tional rights and enslave this great nation. How many 
who read this can recall in detail the letter Dr. William A. 
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Wirt of Gary, Indiana wrote in the spring of 1934 to a 
friend in Washington, D. C.? Following are a few ex- 
cerpts from that letter, as published in Destiny for De- 
cember 1941. Read them carefully and note how ac- 
curately the Doctor had been given an outline of the plan, 
as subsequent events have so clearly demonstrated. His 
informants told him that the New Deal was a plan through 
which a definite purpose would be accomplished: 


***The America of Washington, Jefferson and Lincoln must 
first be destroyed and then on the ruins they will reconstruct an 
America after their own pattern.’ Under the plan real recovery 
was to be thwarted in order to demonstrate to the people that 
the government should operate industry and commerce which 
they were to take over when the opportunity arrived. Banks were 
to be prevented from making long term capital loans and Uncle 
Sam was to be pushed into the position of making these loans. 
This was to be followed with governmental control and manage- 
ment. 

*‘When Dr. Wirt asked how they would keep the people from 
knowing they were retarding recovery, he was told the finger of 
scorn would be pointed at the traitorous opposition and they 
would be made the goats. The police power of government 
would be used to crack down on the opposition. 

“Propaganda was to be used as a most effective weapon and a 
control would be exerted over newspapers and magazines through 
advertising. The power of investigation was to be used to keep 
financiers and businessmen in line. The masses would be con- 
trolled by the psychology of empty stomachs. Doles and loans 
were to be used in the control of political power and the farmers 
kept in line by feeding them out of the public trough.” 


President Roosevelt had been in office only a year 
when Dr. Wirt wrote his letter and at that time the pro- 
gram was only in the making. As stated in the above 
issue of DEsTINY: 


**A Congressional Committee headed by Representative Alfred 
L. Bulwinkle investigated the charges and finally dropped the 
matter as of no importance, declaring there was no evidence of 
a Communistic plot by a group of New Deal satellites.” 


It was also pointed out in Destiny that, with hardly an 
exception, the newspapers and periodicals ridiculed Dr. 
Wirt’s statements and Dr. Wirt himself. In the press 
handling of this news, holding Dr. Wirt up to contempt, 
The Editor and Publisher, as reported in the Literary Digest 
for April 28, 1934, saw in it all an example of the way 
American newspapers protect their readers from undue 
alarm; for the press in general, while covering the news 
fairly, ‘‘slanted the story up the spoof alley.”? Thus, Dr. 
Wirt’s charges of radicalism in the administration were 
ridiculed out of court and out of serious consideration by 
the public. 

Instead, however, of Dr. Wirt being “‘taken for a ride,”’ 
it has turned out that it is the American public that have 
been ‘“‘sold down the river” by a radical administration. 
Every charge made by Dr. Wirt has turned out to be true. Dr. 
Wirt is dead, but whoever gave him this information out- 
lined to him a completely accurate picture of what has 
since taken place. President Truman is now undertaking 
to add the finishing touches to complete the over-all plan 
by the establishment of a welfare state. 

Who are the men, or group of men, back of those who 
outlined in such detail the program that has since been 
carried out? In “Unrecognized Rulers” in Destiny for 
August 1949 and “‘The Hands of Esau,” Destiny for 
November 1949, will be found some clues which will help 
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to identify the hidden hand directing and controlling na- 
tional policies to the detriment of our nation. Who, for 
instance, persuaded President Truman not to aid the anti- 
Communist underground of Eastern Europe and Russia? 
Major Robert H. Williams states in Williams Intelligence 
Summary: 

*‘Another victory by the minority machine, costly to us, was 
that in which Truman was persuaded not to aid the anti-Com- 
munist underground of Eastern Europe and Russia, an under- 
ground force capable of destroying the Kremlin and preventing 
another war if encouraged and united. Mr. Truman instructed 
U. S. officials in Europe not to help the anti-Communist under- 
ground because it was anti-Semitic. Here again the little smear 
word anti-Semitic protects the force which is destroying the world.” 


Our leaders stand condemned as it was prophesied by 
the Prophet Ezekiel: 


**Ye have not gone up into the gaps, neither made up the hedge 
for the house of Israel to stand in the battle in the day of the 
Lord.” (Ez. 13: 5.) 


Instead of doing so, officials in positions of trust have 
been doing the bidding of the enemy, giving important 
national and scientific information to the foe who is even 
now planning to use the information to fashion weapons 
which will enable him to annihilate us in the coming 
conflict. 

May the God of Israel come to our assistance and deliver 
His people from the hands of fainthearted leaders who 
kowtow to the enemy within and deliver to our foes our 
most vital secrets. 


A LOOK AT THE RECORD 


Harry Hopkins’ NAME has been mentioned in connection 
with shipments made to Russia in 1943 of vital war secrets. 
In the light of this the following editorial, titled ‘‘Un- 
elected Rulers,” in Destiny for July 1943, the very year 
the shipments were being made, should be of interest: 


*‘We of America have prided ourselves that the majority rules 
through the ballot box. But government by bureaucracy has 
changed all this. Regardless now of whom we may elect to office, 
bureaucratic oppointees are directing affairs of state and gov- 
erning our nation, issuing obnoxious edicts. 

‘A further departure from government in accordance with our 
Constitution is now in the making as the result of an unprec- 
edented situation developing in Washington. President Roose- 
velt is devoting more and more of his time to war strategy, world 
politics and post-war planning, whereas Harry Hopkins, living 
in the White House, is taking over the position and power of the 
president in many domestic matters. 

**The situation is made even more dangerous in that President 
No. 2 also has his cabinet whom he consults and from whom 
originate orders in the handling of domestic affairs. This cabinet 
consists of Judge Rosenman, Ben Cohen and Justice Frankfurter. 

“Of Harry Hopkins, this appraisal in a letter to the editor was 
published in The Boston Herald: ‘It is he who can be blamed for 
most of the crazy ideas that flow from our seat of government.’ 
But back of Harry Hopkins is the unofficial cabinet for whom no 
American voted, the majority would never elect; nor are the 
American people aware of this power over them.” 


Here is additional light on a situation recognized at 
the time to be highly detrimental to the best interests of the 
United States. Was Mr. Hopkins’ unofficial cabinet inter- 
ested in supplying Russia with vital information? It mat- 
ters little who our elected officials are when men of this type 
are behind the scenes directing the affairs of state.

of numbers in their relation to events past, present 

and future, we would possess a key that would unlock 
the mysteries of God and provide a complete understand- 
ing of the future. In his booklet, Introduction to Divine 
Chronology,* and in his articles published in Destiny, Mr. 
William O. Lay, Jr., has shown the importance of the 
chronological pattern and the mathematical accuracy of 
the order of current events. This measuring of time pe- 
riods, relating important current developments to one 
another, is not confined to any one period of history. 
Furthermore, the measuring rods are not applicable in 
days alone, for in their broader application they span the 
centuries in periods of years instead of days, tying in the 
important events of antiquity with current world trends 
and developments. 

Actually, we find that mathematical equations permeate 
every phase of God’s handiwork. The movements of all 
heavenly bodies throughout limitless space are governed 
and controlled in accordance with the science of mathe- 
matics. Even the minuteness of matter cannot escape the 
inexorable operation of its rigid laws. Prophecy, which is 
history prewritten, as well as history, which is prophecy 
fulfilled, are controlled by its numerical values and time 
measures. 


I IT WERE possible to comprehend the full significance 


Length of Life 


Just as surely as “‘the very hairs of your head are all 
numbered” (Matt. 10: 30), so are the years tabulated for 
the length of life of those who are called according to His 
purpose. The continuity of that tabulation can be broken 
by sin and this prompted Solomon, called the wisest man 
who ever lived, to observe: 


“Do not be very bad, and do not be foolish; — why should 
you kill yourself before your time?” (Ecc. 7:17, Ferrar Fenton 
Trans.) 


If we possessed the wisdom of the One of whom Daniel 
speaks, who is called Palmoni, “‘the Wonderful Numberer” 
(Dan. 8: 13, marginal rendering, King James Version), 
it would be a simple matter to arrive at an accurate 
understanding of coming events, for the future would 
become an open book with such knowledge in one’s pos- 
session. But God in His wisdom has purposely withheld 
this information, although He has allowed sufficient 
understanding of the science of mathematics in its applica- 
tion to chronology to become known so that we may 
catch a glimpse of the marvelous pattern of things to come. 
This revelation of the mathematical accuracy of the order

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of events is most fascinating, and at the same time it 
staggers the imagination when that which now seems 
haphazard and chaotic is recognized to be but the warp 
and woof of a definite design, with men and nations ful- 
filling the roles assigned to each in the working out of the 
over-all pattern. 


Numerical Values 


Even the numerics set forth in various alphabets are 
important in the numbering of all things. As an illustration, 
when we use the Roman system of notation, we write 
numerical values in the letters of the Latin alphabet. Thus: 
I, 1; V, 5; X, 10; L, 50; C, 100; D, 500; the total of all 
these is 666, a most important Biblical number as given 
in Revelation 13: 18. To this we add M, 1000, completing 
the Latin system. The Greek and Hebrew alphabets also 
have numerical values for each one of their letters and 
thus all words and sentences written in these languages 
have a numerical value. 


Importance of 153 


Our national motto is written in Latin E Pluribus Unum. 
By taking the Latin letters of that motto which have 
numerical values, we find the total value of this motto to 
be 1071 (7 x 153); that is, seven times the number of great 
fishes caught in the unbroken net in the account given in 
John 21: 3-14. This number (153) is an outstanding 
factor in the history of the United States. It is a factor of 
major importance in tying in the history of this modern 
branch of Israel with that of our forefathers. 

Israel revolted from the rule of the Throne of David in 
969-70 B.c. and 18 times 153 years later the United 
States of America won its independence. This is short one 
153-year period of completing a Metonic Cycle of nineteen 
153-year periods. 


The Metonic Cycle 


The Metonic Cycle, also called the Lunar Cycle, is an 
extremely important time measure when applied to 
prophecy. It is a period of 19 years, after the lapse of 
which the new and full moon returns to the same day of 
the year. It was the basis of the Greek calendar and 
survives in the golden numbers used in determining 
Easter. The Metonic Cycle correlates lunar time with 
solar time by bringing the moon’s phases into step with 
solar years, thus emphasizing the importance of both 
lunar and solar measures. 

This 19th cycle of 153 years covers the period of our 
history when the United States grew from a small be- 
ginning into a great world power. The year 1776 was the 
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date of the Declaration 2! Independence and 153 years 
later, in 1929, we reached the peak of our economic 
growth under the present system. In 1781 the first meeting 
of the 13 colonies occurred and 153 years later, in 1934, 
bureaucracy, with all its evils, was introduced in the U.S.A. 
In 1783 a peace treaty was signed in Paris with Great 
Britain and 153 years later, in 1936, the return to office of 
the Roosevelt administration let loose on America the 
full evils of the New Deal program, with its later attack 
upon our Constitution. 1785 closed a period of 18 times 
153 years from the revolt of Israel (969-70 B.c.) and 153 
years later is 1938, the end of the week of years when World 
War II became inevitable (see Study in Daniel,* pages 
251-254). 

The Constitution was adopted in 1787 and 153 years 
later, in 1940, Franklin D. Roosevelt was elected to a 
third term as president of the United States, breaking all 
previously established precedents and intensifying the 
constitutional crisis. The return of the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration to office in 1940 made inevitable the loss of 
the peace to Stalin in the commitments made at Yalta 
and Teheran, later confirmed at Potsdam by Harry 
Truman, Roosevelt’s successor to the presidency. 

Rhode Island adopted the Constitution in 1790, the 
last of the 13 colonies to ratify the document, and 153 
years later, in 1943, we entered the final 7-year period 
during which cycle of time complete judgment would 
descend upon the present Babylonian economy. As pointed 
out in “The Economic Outlook,” Destiny for September 
1945, the summer of 1950 will see the fulfillment of this 
judgment in the destruction of the world economy, as 
predicted by John in Revelation, chapter eighteen. 

In 1800 Washington, D. C., was selected as the site for 
the capital of the United States. 153 years later is 1953, 
the date the Great Pyramid gives as the end of the Con- 
summation of the Age. Following that date, will we 
recognize that the new site has been selected for the 
coming capital of all Israel? 


Parallel Conditions 


George Washington, the father of our country, refused 
to run for a third term as president and John Adams was 
elected in 1797 as the second president of the United 
States. His term of office ran from 1797 to 1801. The 
matter which chiefly occupied public attention during his 
administration was our difficulties with France. As stated 
in The Greater Republic, Charles Morris’ history of the 
United States: 


“That country [France] had hardly emerged from the awful 
Reign of Terror in which a million of people were massacred, 
and it was under the control of a set of bloody-minded mis- 
creants, who warred against mankind and believed that they 
could compel the United States to pay a large sum of money for 
the privilege of being let alone. They turned our representatives 
out of the country, enacted laws aimed to destroy our com- 
merce, and instructed their naval officers to capture and sell 
American vessels and cargoes. 

‘President Adams, who abhorred war, sent special ministers 
to protest against the course of France. The impudent reply was 
there would be no stoppage until men who controlled the French 
government were paid large sums of money. This exasperating 
notice brought the answer from Charles Cotesworth Pinckney

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which has become historical: ‘Millions for defense, but not one 
cent for tribute.’ ” 


America today faces a similar situation with a similar 
foe, with the one significant exception that the reign of 
terror in Russia saw the massacre of thirty millions instead 
of just one million. As France was in 1797, so is Russia 
today under the control of bloody-minded miscreants who 
are warring against mankind. The United States is under 
constant attack by these ruthless men now, just as it was 
under constant attack 153 years ago. 1797 plus 153 is 
1950, thus adding to the cumulative evidence that marks 
this year as most important. 


153 Great Fishes 


The following facts are taken from Documentary Studies, 
Volume I,* page 460: 


“The importance of this number 153 cannot be overstressed. 
This number permeates the Bible in many of its records, yet it 
occurs only once upon the surface in this account (John 21: 11) 
given of the number of fishes in the unbroken net. Though ap- 
pearing only once as a number, it is a dominating factor in this 
story of the great fishes, literally pervading the entire original 
text as a common divisor. In the first place 153 is what is called 
a triangular number; it is divided by 17 and is the sum of all 
numbers up to and including 17. Made up of the first three odd 
numbers, it would require pages to relate the astonishing fac- 
tors concealed in this number in its prophetic significance and 
as it relates to chronology.” 


One fact ought to be mentioned here, for if we take 1, 3, 
5, the numbers of the angle of the triangle, and double 
them in sequence, we have 1, 1, 3, 3, 5, 5- If this is divided 
thus — 113/355 — then 113 is the Hebrew number for 
man (Aish) and 355 is that for the Lunar year (Shanah) 
which contains 355 days. Now divide 355 by 113 and the 
result is the pi-ratio, 3.14159 plus, or, in round numbers, 
3.1416 — a most important number in relation to the 
closing events of the present age as we shall see. 

Returning to the account of the miraculous draft of 
153 great fishes as given by John, the original Greek word 
for great fishes is ichthyes, the numerical value of which is 
1,224, or 8 x 153. The net, ¢o diktuon, has the same value of 
1,224, or 8 x 153. The number given is 153 but it is written, 
“fone hundred and fifty three great,”’ and this sums up to 
23 x 153. Thus, 153 is concealed in the account 39 times 
and appears but once upon the surface, making 40 times 
in all in this account of the draft of great fishes. 


The 154th Fish 


An analysis of the record shows it to be an account of 
the morning watch. The disciples had toiled all night and 
had caught nothing. But Jesus stood on the shore at the 
break of day and, giving directions to His disciples, told 
them to cast their net on the right side of the ship. ‘They 
did so and drew in 153 great fishes in their net: 


**As soon then as they were come to land, they saw a fire of 
coals there, and fish laid thereon, and bread.” (John 21: g.) 


Robert Young’s literal translation of the Scriptures, 
together with other translations, is very specific in stating 
there was but one fish on the coals when the disciples 
came to land with their catch:

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*‘When therefore they came to land, they beheld a fire of coals 
lying, and a fish lying on it, and bread.” 


The importance of this 154th fish on the coals, under 
the control of our Lord, has a marked chronological 
significance as we shall see. Jesus told His disciples to 
bring the fish which they had caught and extended the 
invitation: 

**Come and dine. And none of the disciples durst ask him, Who 
art thou? knowing that it was the Lord.” (John 21: 12.) 


153-4 Metonic Cycles 


A direct connection exists between the dedication of 
Solomon’s Temple and Messianic chronology in general. 
The dedication of the Temple occurred in 3,000 A.M., 
just 996 years before the birth of Jesus Christ. Using the 
Lunar or Metonic Cycle of 19 years as our measuring rod, 
153 of these cycles from the dedication of the Temple 
gives the year 1909 A.D. 

According to the chronology of the Great Pyramid, the 
year 1909 is the beginning of the period known as the 
Consummation of the Age. This consummation was to 
take 44 years to complete and would therefore end in 
1953. But there was one fish on the coals as our Lord 
prepared the first breakfast mentioned in the Scriptures. 
The chronological time implied is one more 19-year period 
beyond the end of the 153 such periods following the 
dedication of Solomon’s Temple. This would set apart the 
years from 1909 to 1928 as important and to be used for 
some specific purpose. The year 1928 ends the Chamber of 
the Triple Veil, also called the Ante Chamber, in the 
Great Pyramid and begins the second low passage leading 
from that chamber into the King’s Chamber in this 
monument. 

As stated in The Challenge of the Great Pyramid,* this 
Ante Chamber itself symbolizes revelation, thereby defin- 
ing its designation as the Chamber of the Triple Veil. It 
also determines the period called, “Truce in Chaos.” A 
mathematical characteristic of this chamber is its co- 
ordination of cycles which proclaim the certainty of the 
Messianic supremacy within the King’s Chamber Epoch 
that would begin in 1936 and end in 1953. 


Period of Preparation 


The 154th and final 19-year period represented by the 
fish on the coals for the breakfast our Lord prepared for 
His disciples, whom He had invited to dine with him, is 
a chronological designation of the years from 1909 to 
1928. It was a most remarkable period in the unveiling of 
revelation, during which the Spirit of the Lord opened 
up to His followers the meaning of things to come. With 
the beginning of World War I men were startled out of 
their complacency, which was based on the assumption 
that they had effected the establishment of peace upon 
earth. Many had taken it for granted that there would 
never again be a devastating world conflict, for by the 
progress of civilization and through solemn agreements, 
such wars had supposedly been outlawed. But war came, 
and on time, as predicted by the prophets, with the result 
that the cry was heard on every hand, “‘Is this Armaged- 
don? Does this conflict presage the end of the age?” The 
worldly soon forgot, but those who were the “‘wise”’ were 
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aroused and became alert as they redoubled their efforts 
to secure understanding, searching the Scriptures so that 
they might learn the meaning of transpiring events. Truly 
they had accepted the invitation, ““Come and dine.” 

The taking of Jerusalem in December of 1917 confirmed 
the “wise” in the position they had taken, though the 
significance of that event was completely misunderstood 
insofar as the man of the world was concerned and it had 
little or no effect upon the Christian Church. 


Taking Count of Stock 


With the ending of World War I, we entered the 
Chamber of the Triple Veil of Great Pyramid prophecy. 
The “‘wise” began to take account of the meaning of the 
times and used this period of truce in chaos to co-ordinate 
and sift the facts confirming the fulfillment of prophecy in 
transpiring events as the result of World War I. Truly they 
were partaking of the breakfast prepared by our Lord as 
they analyzed, tabulated and inwardly assimilated the 
significance of the events demonstrating that an age was 
soon coming to a close. They made note of the fact that 
1914 ended a 2520-year period after the establishment of 
Nebuchadnezzar as King of countries, the “head of gold,” 
who laid the foundation of the Babylonian Succession of 
Empires. They recognized that the sign our Lord gave had 
been fulfilled, for General Allenby took Jerusalem 2520 
years after it was captured by Nebuchadnezzar, which fact 
established the end of the time when the city should be 
trodden down by the Gentiles. Jesus had said: 


“And Jerusalem shall be trodden down of the Gentiles, until 
the times of the Gentiles be fulfilled.” (Luke 21: 24.) 


In taking further stock of events, the “‘wise” became 
aware of the remarkable fulfillment of prophecy as thrones 
were cast down and empires disappeared, while parlia- 
mentary forms of government gave way before the rise of 
dictators. The croakings of the three unclean spirits from 
the mouth of the dragon, beast and false prophet (Rev. 
16:13) were becoming evident, which further demon- 
strated the accuracy with which the prophets had forecast 
the events taking place in this generation. Even the world 
economic structure was badly shaken, while in 1924 the 
Caliphate passed away, never again to be restored.* Actu- 
ally, all that which men had considered stable prior to 1914 
was now being shaken as the judgments of God began to 
manifest themselves in the earth and upon the works of 
men. 

The years from 1909 to 1928 were truly a period of reve- 
lation to the “wise” as events fulfilled the ancient predic- 
tions of the prophets of the Lord. Following this awakening 
of the “wise” to the significance of the times in which they 
were living, the revelation of God’s purposes continued to 
unfold, for the mysteries of God were progressively revealed 
as promised. 


Important 3996 Days 


Let us note some of the interesting features in the Ante 
Chamber and their chronological significance. The corners 
of this chamber are set by a circle whose radius is 66.6, so 
the diameter of this circle is 133.2 Pyramid inches. With 


the inch here equaling a month of 30 days, that diameter

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defines a period of 3996 days. Our Lord was born in th 
year 3996 A.M., thus making the diameter of this circle of 
great importance. If we use this 3996 days as a measuring 
rod, and apply it from May 29, 1928, the date of the end 
of the Ante Chamber, we arrive at the date of May 8, 
1939. May 29, 1928 closes the final 19-year period (Me- 
tonic Cycle) defined by the 154th fish on the coals and 
May 8, 1939 is 118 days before September 3, 1939, the 
beginning of World War II. 

It was on May 8, 1939 that the Duke of Windsor, in a 
radio broadcast from Verdun, France, urged all political 
leaders to be resolute in their mission to restore inter- 
national security and confidence. The day before (May 7, 
1939) an open military as well as political alliance between 
Germany and Italy was announced in Berlin and Rome. 
War had become inevitable as the result of Hitler’s ac- 
tivities and Italy’s decision to back up Germany in her 
demands. The Duke of Windsor’s appeal merely empha- 
sized the gravity of the situation. 3996 days after May 8, 
1939 (2 x 3996 days from May 29, 1928) gives us the date 
of April 15, 1950. 


The Pi-Ratio 


As the corners of the floor of the Ante Chamber are de- 
fined by a circle whose radius is 66.6, we find that the 
length, width and height of this chamber are defined by 
a circle whose circumference is 365.24 inches. The 66.6 
circle is symbolical of the Babylonian civilization, but the 
circle whose circumference is 365.24, the number of days 
in a solar year, represents the Messianic Kingdom, or the 
new order of the ages. Space will not permit giving many 
of the interesting details which are defined mathematically 
in this chamber, but one of the outstanding features is the 
emphasis given to the pi-ratio (3.1416), a factor found built 
into the Great Pyramid with an exactness not excelled in 
any other structure upon the face of the earth. ‘This wisdom 
of the Divine Architect was evidently intended, not for its 
contemporaries, but for a distant posterity, knowing that 
a fundamental constant like the pi-ratio would come to be 
understood and appreciated in that remote period when 
knowledge would be increased and mathematical books 
abound, even as they do now in our schools and colleges. 

The whole length of the Ante Chamber is 116.26 Pyra- 
mid inches, while the length of its granite portion equals 
103.333 inches. The area of a square whose sides equal 
103.333 is also the area of a circle whose diameter is 116.26 
and whose circumference is 365.242, or the number of days 
in the solar year. 


Ten Times the Pi-Ratio 


Not only is the 7-ratio closely associated with the con- 
struction of the Great Pyramid, and an important time 
measure in its chronological applications, but it is also 
identified with Deity. E/, a Hebrew name for God, has a 
numerical value of 31, while the plural Elohim is 31416, 
thus indicating ten times the fi-ratio, or 31.416, as asso- 
ciated with Deity. 

This fact becomes even more significant when, as pointed 
out in “The Acceptable Year of Our Lord,” Destiny for 
April 1946, both history and chronology testify to a minis- 
try of a little over a year for our Lord. He was 30 years old 
when He began His ministry and He was 31+ years old 
when He died on the cross. We are certain that when the 
exact time of birth and the true date of His death are finally 
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fixed, the period from birth”to death will be found to be 
31.416 years, or ten times the pi-ratio. We are fully aware 
of the many divergent opinions regarding the length of His 
ministry, ranging from one year to three, four or even five 
years. But, as pointed out in the above article, He came to 
preach, “the acceptable year of the Lord.” When it is 
found that, with scarcely an exception, the early fathers of 
the Church recognized our Lord’s ministry as the accept- 
able year of the Lord and confined to a period of a little 
over one year, it is difficult to follow the reasoning of those 
who refuse to accept the testimony of such authorities. 
Daniel gives prophetic support to the one-year ministry 
showing its duration to be a 62-week period at the end of 
which He would be cut off, as He was by the crucifixion. 
For further details the reader is referred to the above- 
mentioned article. 


Truce in Chaos 


The Ante Chamber is the symbolism of Divine interven- 
tion — a truce in chaos — defining the revelation of God’s 
purposes and the preparation of mankind for the coming 
restitution. ‘The symbolism of the two low passages relates, 
not to two separate periods, but to a single period of chaos 
shortened by the insertion of the Ante Chamber truce, 
thus reducing the total period of chaos to 153 calendar 
months. With these facts in mind, the beginning and end- 
ing of this truce in chaos on November 11, 1918 and May 
29, 1928 respectively are both important dates from which 
to reckon chronological time periods and designate the 
time when the Babylonian system will be destroyed and 
the restitution of all things will become a reality. Already 
we have pointed out the importance of April 15, 1950 as a 
terminal date for 2 x 3996 days from May 29, 1928. 


Significant Terminal Date 


Because the Ante Chamber defines the importance of the 
pi-ratio, and ten times this ratio is related to Deity and to 
the length of the life of Jesus Christ from His birth to His 
death upon the cross, the number 31.416 becomes a most 
important chronological measuring rod — particularly so 
as Jesus Christ is the Lord of the Great Pyramid. The plac- 
ing of the capstone at “‘the head of the corner,” or at the 
apex of the Great Pyramid, is emblematical of the time 
when He will assume headship over His Kingdom. 

Divine intervention for the elect’s sake shortened the 
time of tribulation, as symbolized by the Ante Chamber. 
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The truce in chaos began with the Armistice of November 
11, 1918 and 31.416 days later is April 12, 1950. The ter- 
minal of 2 x 3996 (12 x 666) on April 15, 1950 is four days 
later. The number 12 signifies government, or rule, and 
666 is the number of man. Through Divine intervention, 
man’s system, as represented in the present economic struc- 
ture of Babylon, based upon commerce and trade in the 
material things of life, is destined to collapse as foretold by 
John in the 18th chapter of Revelation. 

The spring and summer months of the year 1950 are 
chronologically featured as outstanding and the above 
dates simply add to the evidence already outlined in past 
issues of Destiny, in articles by Mr. William O. Lay, Jr., 
and by Mr. David Davidson, indicating the importance of 
the terminal periods ending during the first half of 1950. The 
“‘wise” should certainly be especially alert as they watch the 
unfolding of the pattern of events in the days immediately 
ahead. 


The Righteous Seed 


When Cain slew Abel God had to await the birth of Seth 
to begin a new line of the chosen or appointed seed. Seth 
was born in 130 A.M. and the line of the righteous seed was 
established. 6,000 lunar years later (5,820 solar years), fol- 
lowing the birth of the appointed seed, is 5949 A.M., or the 
new solar year beginning at the September equinox of 
1950 A.D. In analyzing the importance of this date as it 
relates to the righteous seed, let us take note that, dating 
from the fall of Adam, 6,000 lunar years later, in 1820-21 
A.D., men began to acquire electrical and mechanical 
knowledge destined to set them free from the curse of labor- 
ing by the sweat of their brow. The history of inventions re- 
veals that it was 130 years ago that the secrets of nature 
and the methods for harnessing steam and electricity began 
to unfold and men were given the means by which they 
could be emancipated from the curse of physical labor. 
Thus, the terminal of 6,000 lunar years after Adam saw 
men acquiring material knowledge and physical powers 
which, when properly used, would release untold wealth for 
their use and bring in an era of peace and prosperity for 
all to enjoy. 

But men have misused the physical powers God has re- 
vealed to them; the knowledge gained has been used for 
purposes of destruction. Can it be that the terminal of 
6,000 lunar years from the birth of Seth, or the appointed 
seed, who was a preacher of righteousness, will set in mo- 
tion events that will bring spiritual emancipation to the 
men of the line of Seth — that is, those who are righteous 
and who are designated today as the “‘wise’’? As the end 
of 6,000 lunar years from Adam began to reveal to men 
great physical powers which could be harnessed for their 
use, will the end of 6,000 lunar years from Seth reveal tre- 
mendous spiritual powers which we know God had re- 
served for the use of those who, because of spiritual attain- 
ments, can be trusted to handle such power in the interests 
of righteousness? God is yet to use such men to administer 
the affairs of the world so that the use of its physical forces 
may be brought into conformity with spiritual require- 
ments. It is a most interesting thought and worthy of careful 
and spiritual meditation. 

Of equal importance is another factor that when Adam 
sinned God declared to him that in that day, “‘dying you 
shall die.’’ But the Bible informs us that a day with the 
Lord is as a thousand years. All the ancient men of the 
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antediluvian age died short of living a full thousand years. 
Noah lived for 930 years which lacked 70 years of com- 
pleting 1,000 years. 

Even Methuselah, who lived to be 969 years old, lived 
one year short of attaining the age of even a 1,000 lunar 
years (970 solar years). But as long as Methuselah, who 
was the 7th preacher of righteousness, lived, Noah knew 
that the Deluge would not occur. Not until Noah himself 
became the 8th preacher of righteousness would he be able 
to enter the Ark, and that would not become so until 
Methuselah’s death. Jewish writers say that Methuselah 
died just seven days before the Deluge began. Thus, the 
warning was given to Noah that the Deluge was about to 
begin. The Bible informs us that it was just seven days be- 
fore the Deluge began that God summoned Noah to enter 
the Ark. 


The Approaching Night 


Will the analogy hold true that, so long as the righteous 
seed of Seth continues upon earth, the night of darkness 
cannot come? As we approach the terminal date of 6,000 
lunar years of this seed’s sojourn upon earth, are we also 
drawing near to that spiritual revelation that will separate 
the righteous wise from the worldly wicked who will go on 
in their blindness to be overwhelmed by the events of the 
Great and Terrible Day of the Lord as the antediluvians 
were overwhelmed by the waters of the Flood for their re- 
fusal to heed Noah’s warning? Time will have to provide 
the answers to these questions, but of this one thing we are 
certain: as the day approaches the “‘wise”’ shall understand 
and will be able to walk unafraid amid the lengthening 
shadows of the approaching night. The words of our Lord, 
recorded in Luke 21: 28, were addressed to the “‘wise”’ to 
prepare them for these very days: ““And when these things 
begin to conae to pass, then look up, and lift up your heads; 
for your redemption [loosing away] draweth nigh.”

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As Midnight Nears 


BASIC PATTERNS Of conflict in 

the tense world situation con- 

tinue to develop. A survey of the 

news headlines of recent weeks reveals 

the Soviets pursuing their program 

with steadfast singleness of purpose 

while the Western powers — in all but 

a few instances — match deeds with 

words or with belated and inadequate 
counter-measures. 

Rather than outstanding develop- 
ments in two or three critical areas, 
this month’s chart notes progressive 
unfoldment at many points. The Red 
sweep through the Far East proceeded, 
the Yugoslav-Russian split deepened 
and the Middle East stirred uneasily. 
New harbingers of the approaching 
world economic cataclysm became 
evident. 

In only one theatre did matters 
markedly improve from the viewpoint 
of the Western powers. The Greek 
guerillas on October 17 announced 
that they were calling off the civil 
war, a pronouncement which Greek 
Government spokesmen indicated was 
only to sugar-coat defeat. Speculation 
arose that Russia would shift the rebel 
forces into guerilla action against Mar- 
shal ‘Tito. 

Note from the bottom of the chart 
that October 17 fell on the lunar 
terminal of 7 x 120 days after the 
European Economic Conference 
opened on July 12, 1947. As indicated, 
the latter date was in turn 8 x 1290 
days solar after the November 11, 1918 
Armistice. 

An even more significant event of 
“warning” on October 17 was the 
revelation by the State Department in 
Washington that the Soviets had de- 
ported virtually the entire foreign 
population of their Caucasus region 
to a Central Asia republic. The stra- 
tegic Caucasus is the gateway through 
which Russia would logically launch 
an attack southward, and news of 
Soviet activity there forewarns of the 
coming Red sweep to Jerusalem. 

The October 21 infighting found 
Russia and the United States trading 
punches. In New York ten of the 
eleven convicted Communist leaders 
were sentenced to five years in prison 
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By WILLIAM O. LAY, JR. 


and fines of $10,000. The eleventh 
Communist received a lighter sentence. 
On the same day FBI agents arrested 
five top officials of Amtorg, the Rus- 
sian trading corporation, on charges of 
violating the Foreign Agents Registra- 
tion Act by serving as an information 
clearing house for Moscow. 

Meanwhile, in Prague the Czech 
Communist Government imprisoned a 
United States Embassy clerk and de- 
manded the recall of an embassy 
attache on charges of running a spy 
ring “‘directed against the security” 
of Czechoslovakia. The faked charges 
fall into a familiar pattern of Com- 
munist needlepricking. 

As indicated on the lower center of 
the chart, these three October 21 
developments fell 420 days solar plus 
two before December 23, 1950. The 
latter date will close a 1260-day “‘tribu- 
lation” period after the July 12, 1947 
European Economic Conference. 

Noted on the chart last month 
(“Resurgent Germany,” Destiny for 
December 1949) was the important 
October 26-28 period which fell 1260 
days after May 15, 1946 and 1040 
days before September 2, 1952. Col- 
lapse of efforts by the Big Four For- 
eign Ministers to agree on peace terms 
in 1946 foreshadowed what was to 
come. Now as a 1260-day period 
closes, the chronicled events limn a 
sharp-set picture of unfolding tribula- 
tion. 

A five-power memorandum sub- 
mitted to the United Nations Assembly 
on October 26 blamed Russia alone 
for blocking an accord on control of 
atomic energy. As always, the basic 
difference was refusal of the Soviet 
Union to permit any form of inter- 
national inspection within its borders. 

Russia and Yugoslavia reached the 
last step short of an outright break in 
diplomatic relations when the Moscow 
radio announced on October 26 that 
the Soviets had asked Marshal Tito’s 
government to recall its ambassador to 
Russia. 

Meanwhile, Great Britain received 
a grim work-or-die ultimatum from 
its Chancellor of the Exchequer, Sir 
Stafford Cripps. Unwilling to apply 


the necessary stringent remedies, Bri- 
tain’s Socialist Government continues 
to toy with palliatives while the basic 
maladjustments in her economic sys- 
tem drive her ever nearer a calamitous 
breakdown. 

Also on October 26, Economic Co- 
operation Administrator Paul G. Hoff- 
man left Washington to warn Europe 
that united and drastic recovery ef- 
forts had to be made or a dissatisfied 
Congress might refuse to vote next 
year’s Marshall Plan billions. Coupled 
with Great Britain’s deteriorating posi- 
tion, this is a grim harbinger of the 
approaching economic storm. 

A new sequence of developments in 
the Middle East was foreshadowed 
on October 28 when the Israelis an- 
nounced that they wished to by-pass 
the United Nations Conciliation Com- 
mission and negotiate a permanent 
Holy Land peace settlement with each 
Arab state. The date fell 1260 plus 
two days after May 15, 1946 and 1040 
days before September 2, 1952. The 
latter date closes a solar period of 
2520 days after the Japanese surrender 
was signed on September 2, 1945 (top 
of chart). 

Proceeding with a considered plan 
of truculence, the Chinese Communists 
at Mukden on October 29 accused the 
American Consul General, Angus 
Ward, of beating a servant. He and 
four staff members were to answer for 
the alleged offense before a Com- 
munist people’s court. This flagrant 
example of deliberate Communist har- 
assment came 7 x 120 days (perfec- 
tion in warning) after the close of the 
Paris Conference on May 15, 1946 
(lower half of chart). 

The October 29 ‘“‘warning”’ date 
also brought ominous sparks from the 
tense Balkans when Yugoslavia charged 
Hungary with firing automatic weap- 
ons and throwing grenades toward 
Yugoslav territory during an eight- 
hour incident. The Yugoslav com- 
munique termed this Hungary’s “‘most 
insolent and biggest provocation up 
to the present.” 

A new chapter for troubled In- 
donesia neared when delegates to the 
round-table conference at The Hague 
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signed a provisional constitution for 
the proposed United States of In-

any other route. As indicated at the 
bottom of the chart, the date was 420 
days lunar before December 23, 1950. 

Also on November 4, the United 
Nations Political Committee again 
called on Albania and Bulgaria to 
stop supporting the Greek guerillas. 
This action endorsed the work of the 
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seeking a loan from Russia. This was 
on November 8, a date 286 plus two 
days after France recognized the 
Jewish state on January 24, 1949 (not 
charted). 

In early November Foreign Min- 
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isters of Great Britain, France and the 
United States met in Paris to co- 
ordinate their German policies. As the 
talks neared an end on November 10, 
informants indicated that Secretary of 
State Acheson had laid down an im- 
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portant and far-reaching statement of 
American foreign policy. The official 
communique revealed no details, but 
the measures agreed upon were all 
designed to counter the propaganda 
effect of Russia’s East German State. 
The West German Government was 
to be allowed limited rearmament and 
participation in the European family 
of nations at least to the extent of 
joining the continental parliament. 
Dismantling of German factories was 
to be slowed if not halted entirely. 

The November 1o date fell 7 x 120 
days solar after the European Eco- 
nomic Conference opened on July 12, 
1947. As indicated on the upper center 
of the chart, November 10 was also 
1040 days lunar plus two before Sep- 
tember 2, 1952 and 420 days solar 
before January 10, 1951. The latter 
date will be 1260 days solar after 
July 12, 1947. 

In economic affairs November 10 
brought from President Truman a 
categorical denial that the United 
States would devalue the dollar by 
raising the price of gold. The link 
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between this date and July 12, 1947 is 
significant. 

The Soviet ‘atomic peace offensive” 
also reached its peak on November 10 
as Russian Foreign Minister Vishinsky 
contributed a lengthy statement to the 
United Nations. Although contending 
that atomic energy was being used to 
spread “‘life, prosperity and happiness”’ 
in Russia, the Soviet spokesman also 
warned — significantly — that, if 
found necessary to stockpile atomic 


bombs, they would have as many as 
they needed — “‘no more and no less.” 

The last mutual defense link be- 
tween Yugoslavia and the Soviet Bloc 
was severed on November 12 when 
Marshal Tito’s Government de- 
nounced its treaty of friendship and 
mutual aid with Albania. The date 
fell 7 x 120 days solar plus two after 
July 12, 1947 and 1040 days lunar 
before September 2, 1952 (upper half 
of chart). 
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On November 15 the Chinese Com- 
munist Government in Peiping ini- 
tiated its long-anticipated campaign to 
replace the Nationalists as China’s 
legal delegation to the United Nations. 
A broadcast dispatch from Peiping 
announced that a wire “repudiating 
the legal status’ of the Kuomintang 
delegation had been sent to General 
Assembly President Carlos P. Romulo. 
The move posed a fateful question for 
the United Nations: whether to recog- 
nize the Communist aggression in 
China or to continue supporting the 
Nationalists whose status was rapidly 
dwindling to that of a government- 
in-exile. 

Note near the top of the chart that 
the Mao ‘Tse-tung regime’s action 
came precisely 1260 days solar plus 
two after efforts to draft peace terms 
collapsed on May 15, 1946. Confront- 


ing the Western powers with bitter 
evidence of Communist ascendancy, 
the November 15 event fittingly closes 
the significant pattern of “‘tribulation. ” 
The harshest exchanges in all the 
history of the United Nations burst 
forth during debate on a Russian 
resolution calling for, among other 
provisions, a non-aggression pact 
among the Big Five. ‘The climax came 
on November 16 when Great Britain’s 
Hector McNeil mercilessly arraigned 
Vishinsky and the Soviet satellites: 


“We do not fear nor expect an outbreak 
of war. But Soviet policy, by its systematic 
sabotaging of peace, the constant spreading 
of war-scare from the poisonous wells of 
Russian propaganda, keeps the threat of 
accidental hostilities ever near.” 


To veteran observers, Mr. McNeil’s 
speech had the ring of a final appeal to

Agreement upon new powers and 
concessions to be granted Western 
Germany, and upon what Western 
Germany would do in return, was 
reached at a November 22 conference 
between the three Allied High Com- 
missioners and Chancellor Konrad 
Adenauer. Details were not imme- 
diately revealed.

Also on November 22, the Hun- 
garian Government announced the 
arrest of three communications com- 
pany officials, including an American, 
on charges of espionage and sabotage.

As this is written, the 
strongest move from the State Depart- 
ment over the Angus Ward case has 
been a note asking thirty nations — 
including Soviet Russia! — to join in 
a protest against imprisonment of the 
American Consul General on a 
trumped-up charge. Such weak re- 
actions but invite further Communist 
outrages. 

Public ignorance and apathy, in- 
decision and incompetence at the up- 
per levels of government, are both 
helping to hasten the now-imminent 
ordeal confronting Western civiliza- 
tion. And as the pattern becomes 
clearer each day, the faithful ob- 
server will find increasing solace in 
the knowledge that the crisis was 
Divinely foreseen ages ago and the 
means of resolution provided Once 
the awesome events on the agenda 
infuse the masses with a new and 
shining vision of the Christian faith, 
then the black clouds hovering over 
civilization will melt away and the 
brightness of the new day dawn.

AN NATURE being as it is, 
H = is prone to magnify his 
accomplishments, for in its 


self-esteem the human ego seems to 
have no bounds. God has always been 
compelled to deal with this tendency 
toward self-glorification, a character- 
istic definitely detrimental to true 
spiritual growth and understanding. 
The Bible abounds with incidents 
showing where God could not trust 
individuals with the execution of cer- 
tain tasks, the completion of which re- 
quired Divine intervention, lest they 
take unto themselves all the glory of 
accomplishment. 

It is an interesting study to carefully 
take note of the type of men God has 
selected to carry out assigned missions. 
With hardly an exception they were 
men who considered themselves not 
equal to the task God called them to 
perform. Yet, if their efforts were 
blessed with success, there was the 
ever-present danger that they, too, 
would begin to pride themselves upon 
their achievements. It was because 
this was so that God permitted tribula- 
tion to temper their experience and by 
one means or another, sometimes 
through trouble and hardship, they 
learned to be humble and self-effacing. 

The principle by which God judges 
the qualifications of the men He se- 
lects for His service has been entirely 
overlooked in our generation of highly 
organized group activities, with men 
and women of accepted educational 
qualifications banded together in fed- 
erations and conferences to accomplish 
a given purpose. A study of organiza- 
tional work shows clearly that it tends 
to the glorification of human accom- 
plishments and men forget the ad- 
monition: 

“Except the Lord build the house, they 
labour in vain that build it: except the 
Lord keep the city, the watchman waketh 
but in vain.”’ (Ps. 127: 1.) 


BoaStful Attitude 


Even the Christian Church today 
has become such a highly efficient in- 
stitution that the Spirit of the Lord is 
no longer the guiding force in its ac- 
tivities. Yet its leaders continually 
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boast of their organizational accom- 
plishments, while at the same time 
they fail to heed Paul’s instructions to 
Timothy: 

“Flinch from no suffering, do your work 
as an evangelist, and discharge all your 
duties as a minister.”’ (II Tim. 4: 5, Moffatt 
Trans.) 


What did Paul have in mind in 
these instructions? He reminded Timo- 
thy that he had known the Scriptures 
from his youth, that they were inspired 
by God and profitable for teaching, 
reproof and moral discipline so that 
the man of God may be well equipped 
and proficient for the good work. He 
then went on to declare that in the 
presence of God and of Christ Jesus, 
who will judge the living and the dead 
in the light of his appearance and 
reign, Timothy was to preach the 
Word in season and out, refuting, 
checking and exhorting men. He was 
never to give up his teaching, even 
though Paul reminded Timothy — 
and through him all followers of the 
Lord to come after him — of a spiritual 
decline to later develop: 


*“The time will come when people de- 
cline to be taught sound doctrine, they will 
accumulate teachers to suit themselves 
and tickle their own fancies, they will give 
up listening to the Truth and turn to 
myths.”’ (II Tim. 4: 3-4, Moffatt Trans.) 


Purpose of Tribulation 


How thoroughly Paul condemns the 
present activities in our modern 
churches is made clear to those who 
recognize in modernism thé fulfillment 
of this prediction. Speaking of his own 
situation, Paul declared that God had 
kept him humble, for only thus was He 
able to use him to good advantage in 
His service. Paul confesses: 


“And that I might not be made over- 
bearing by the sublimity of the revelations, 
there was given to me a thorn in the flesh 
— a messenger from Satan to correct me, 
so that I might not be haughty. I implored 
the Lord thrice about this, that He would 
remove it from me; but He said to me: ‘My 
gift [grace] is enough for you; for My 
power is perfected in weakness.’ Therefore 
I will boast more pleasantly in my weak- 
nesses, so that the power of Christ may rest 


upon me. So I am content in weaknesses, 
in insults, in distresses, in persecutions, and 
oppressions, for the sake of Christ; for 
when I am weak, then I am strong.” (II 
Cor. 12: 7-10, Ferrar Fenton Trans.)

Here we have a fundamental prin- 
ciple established that has been oper- 
ative throughout the centuries as the 
basis upon which God calls men to 
enter His service. He passes by the 
haughty, the proud, the boastful and 
selects men and women whom the 
world may consider weak and lacking 
in the proper qualifications, but who 
are strong in spirit for His service. In 
order that the selected few may remain 
humble, God allows troubles and 
trials to afflict them, lest they forget 
and become boastful. 


Men of Faith 


The record of the Bible is the history 
of the lives of individuals who have 
served the Lord in humility, who were 
willing to forget self in their determina- 
tion to fulfill His will and not their 
own. Listed among these men of great 
faith is Noah, who obeyed God and 
constructed the ark to save his house- 
hold. There was Abraham who be- 
lieved God and answered the call to go 
forth from the land of his fathers, who 
willingly resided in tents along with 
Isaac and Jacob, awaiting the fulfill- 
ment of the promises. Abraham mani- 
fested his faith when tested and will- 
ingly prepared to offer up his son 
Isaac. Joseph manifested complete 
trust in God through all his afflictions 
and, when raised to power in Egypt, 
demonstrated the spirit of Christ in his 
attitude toward his brethren. Moses, 
called the meekest of men, yet strong 
in the service of the Lord, brought 
Israel out of Egypt. He preferred to be 
obedient to God at great risk rather 
than live in pleasure and wealth as a 
son of Pharaoh. God selected him to 
organize His people into His Kingdom, 
and through Moses they received the 
law. 

In studying the history of the 
Exodus and the deliverance of Israel 
from bondage in Egypt, we do not

find an elaborately organized pro- 
gram, but rather the Spirit of the Lord 
working through one self-effacing man 
who was zealous to do God’s bidding, 
unmindful of personal loss and com- 
pletely in tune with the Divine pur- 
poses. Joshua and Caleb stood alone 
with Moses against a concerted move- 
ment in Israel to resist the command 
of God’s chosen leader, condemning 
him for bringing them to the border of 
the promised land when the way they 
were to go looked too hazardous to 
them. Joshua and Caleb expressed 
their declaration of faith in God’s 
promise: 

“If the Lord delight in us, then he will 
bring us into this land, and give it us; a 
land which floweth with milk and honey. 
Only rebel not ye against the Lord, neither 
fear ye the people of the land; for they are 
bread for us: their defence is departed from 
them, and the Lord is with us: fear them 
not. But all the congregation bade stone 
them with stones.” (Num. 14: 8-10.) 


In times of distress, when Israel had 
departed from the Lord, God raised up 
judges to deliver His people from their 
enemies. These leaders were men of 
faith devoted to serving God and His 
people. After them came the prophets 
who were led of the Spirit of the Lord 
and by faith wrought mighty works in 
His service. They spoke of things to 
come so that men might be forewarned 
and turn from their evil ways. 


Seleétions and Rejections 


Today we are approaching the 
climax of the ages and, among those 
who are aware of the significance of 
the times in which we are living and 
are familiar with the work of pro- 
claiming the Gospel of the Kingdom, 
many are not being used of the Lord 
even though the need for assistance is 
great. ‘The work has prospered in a 
marvelous way, but this has not been 
due to the abundance supplied by 
men of substantial means; nor has it 
gone forward because silver-tongued 
orators have swayed audiences with 
their eloquence. Rather, it has pros- 
pered due to the conscientious work of 
humble believers scattered throughout 
the length and breadth of the land.} 


A Gideon Band 


God has literally raised up a Gideon 
Band of men and women who have 
made the marvelous achievements of 
the work possible by serving the Lord 
with their substance during four dec- 
ades of witnessing. Out of their little 
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they have sent in their tithes and of- 
ferings so that the work might go on 
and the witnessing continue. It has 
been a wonderful demonstration of 
Divine power as one group declines the 
honor of service while another, men 
and women possessing little of this 
world’s goods, have given generously 
out of their meager earnings. In the 
day of final assizement there will be 
many surprises, but perhaps most as- 
tonishing of all will be the recognition 
that God actually refused to receive 
assistance, financial or otherwise, from 
those who could have given needed 
support but who were rejected by Him 
lest they should have had an occasion 
to glory in the work as a personal ac- 
complishment and thus vaunt them- 
selves against God. 

This analysis of the reason why some 
withhold support and refuse to take a 
part in the proclamation of the King- 
dom is not without foundation in fact, 
demonstrable by God’s refusal to allow 
Gideon to use the 32,000 men of 
Israel who had assembled to fight 
against the Midianites in the story the 
Bible tells. 


A Prophet’s Warning 


The Midianites, the Amalekites and 
men of the East were continually raid- 
ing the land of Israel, with the result 
that they left neither sheep nor oxen 
behind in their depredations. The 
harvest of the fields were also de- 
stroyed until the people were poverty- 
stricken and the country ruined. Be- 
cause of all this, the people cried out 
to the Lord for deliverance and God 
sent them a prophet who reminded 
them that they had failed to keep His 
covenant and refused to obey His laws. 
It was because of this that they were 
experiencing economic troubles, with 
the enemy eating their substance until 
the nation was impoverished. 


The Call of Gideon 


Gideon was threshing grain in a 
wine press to hide his harvest from the 
enemy when the Angel of the Lord 
appeared to him and told him that the 
Lord was with him. But Gideon re- 
plied that, if the Lord was with Israel, 
why had all the trouble happened and 
why had they been abandoned to the 
Midianites. Gideon was informed that 
he himself was to prepare to rescue 
Israel from the Midianites. A full ac- 
count of the conversation Gideon had 
with the Angel of the Lord, the tests 
he made to ascertain that he was 


definitely called to deliver Israel from 
their enemies, and the events that 
preceded the assembling of an army of 
32,000 men will be found in “The 
Book of the Kingdom,” Chapter V, 
Destiny for April 1949. 

God did not select a prominent, in- 
fluential person from among the many 
leaders in Israel. He chose Gideon for 
the task, who was the youngest son in 
his family and who was not known in 
Israel as a man of any special attain- 
ments. God wanted a man whom He 
could trust to obey Him, give Him the 
glory and not boast of personal accom- 
plishments. The key to the success of 
Gideon’s venture lay solely in the 
Angel’s message from the Lord: 

‘Surely I will be with thee, and thou 
shalt smite the Midianites as one man.”’ 
(Judges 6: 16.) 


One-Man Mission 


God was literally selecting one man, 
as He had often done before, to ac- 
complish a difficult task. He could not 
trust Israel, for if He had allowed them 
to gain a victory over their enemies, 
they would have taken the credit for 
having defeated their foes. They would 
not have given God the glory, even 
though Divine intervention in their 
behalf made that victory possible. 
That God had selected a single indi- 
vidual through whom He would work 
is clear from Ferrar Fenton’s transla- 
tion of the above verse: 


**Because I will be with you! And you 
shall defeat the Midianites like a single 
man.” 


If ever in the history of Israel all 
able-bodied men capable of bearing 
arms were needed, it would seem to 
have been at this time, for a mighty 
army had assembled against God’s 
people. An army of 32,000 men had 
rallied to Gideon’s aid, yet the Lord 
said to Gideon: 


*“The people that are with thee are too 
many for me to give the Midianites into 
their hands, lest Israel vaunt themselves 
against me, saying, Mine own hand hath 
saved me.” (Judges 7: 2.) 


Refusal to Honor God 


World Wars I and II gave a clear 
demonstration of this spirit of self- 
esteem in the Allied victories. Our na- 
tion has entirely overlooked the fact 
that, except that God intervened in 
behalf of His people, we most certainly 
would have lost both conflicts. Be- 
cause of our boastings and failure to 
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give God the glory, even refusing to 
honor His Name at the conference 
tables, we have lost the peace. God has 
allowed the present situation to de- 
velop and now World War III is 
inevitable. 


Result of Proclamation 


God said to Gideon: 


“Therefore, now, proclaim in the hear- 
ing of the people, and say ‘Who is afraid 
and timid? Let him return and depart to 
Mount Gilad.’ ”’ (Judges 7: 3, Ferrar Fenton 
Trans.) 


As a result of this proclamation 
22,000 left, with only 10,000 remaining 
with Gideon. The proclamation had 
been issued in accordance with the 
requirement of the Law of the Lord 
which states: 


“And the officers shall speak further 
unto the people, and they shall say, What 
man is there that is fearful and faint- 
hearted? Let him go and return unto his 
house, lest his brethren’s heart faint as 
well as his heart.’’ (Deut. 20: 8.) 


Two-thirds of Gideon’s army left the 
camp. It was an indication of the lack 
of spiritual convictions in Israel that so 
many men took advantage of this re- 
lease from service. God was aware of 
the condition among the men who had 
gathered for battle and He knew that 
if they had been given the victory over 
their enemies, they would have been 
the first to forget God and boast that 
they themselves had won the war. 

The Law of the Lord outlines the 
procedure in case of war: 


**And it shall be, when ye are come nigh 
unto the battle, that the priest shall ap- 
proach and speak unto the people, And 
shall say unto them, Hear, O Israel, ye 
approach this day unto battle against your 
enemies: let not your hearts faint, fear not, 
and do not tremble, neither be ye terrified 
because of them; For the Lord your God 
is he that goeth with you, to fight for you 
against your enemies, to save you.”’ (Deut. 
20: 2-4.) 


Twenty-two thousand men of Gid- 
eon’s army disbelieved this promise 
and went home. No wonder God de- 
clared He could not give the victory to 
Gideon with such men there who 
demonstrated their complete lack of 
faith in His word. But even 10,000 
were still too many, for God said: 


“*There are still too many,’ said the 
Eternal to Gideon; ‘take them down to the 
water, and let me sift them there; when- 
ever I tell you, ‘this man shall go with 
you,’ he is to go with you, and whenever 
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I tell you, ‘this man shall not go with you,’ 
he is not to go.’” (Judges 7: 4, Moffatt 
Trans.) 


Gideon followed these instructions 
and, separating those who lapped the 
water from those who kneeled to 
drink, the number who lapped were 
just three hundred men. Then God 
said to Gideon: 


““By the three hundred men that lapped 
will I save you, and deliver the Midianites 
into thine hand.” (Judges 7: 7.) 


The explanation is given in Chapter 
V of “The Book of the Kingdom,” 
Destiny for April 1949, page 140: 


**The significance of the ‘water test’ was 
that the more alert men among the 10,000 
would not risk getting on their knees to 
drink; they scooped up the water in their 
hands, remaining ready to spring away 
from the brook in case of need. Obviously, 
those who did this were more fit to join 
Gideon’s band of fighting men than the 
others.” 


Thus, out of an original army of 
32,000 men, only 300 were left to meet 
an enemy that had ravaged the whole 
land of Israel. Humanly speaking, it 
seemed to be an impossibility for this 
little handful of men to defeat the 
enemy peoples who had come into the 
land, so great was their number: 


“The Midianites and the Amalekites 
and all the children of the east lay along 
in the valley like grasshoppers for multi- 
tude; and their camels were without num- 
ber, as the sand by the sea side for multi- 
tude.” (Judges 7: 12.) 


The Prophetic Dream 


The defeat of such a foe with a band 
of only 300 men would be a demon- 
stration of the direct intervention by 
God in behalf of his people. But from 
the account we draw the conclusion 
that Gideon was somewhat disturbed 
and his faith had to be strengthened 
so that he could impart to his men the 
spirit of faith in the certainty of vic- 
tory. The Lord provided the encour- 
agement needed by His instructions: 


**Arise, get thee down unto the host; for 
I have delivered it into thine hand. But 
if thou fear to go down, go thou with 
Phurah thy servant down to the host: And 
thou shalt hear what they say; and after- 
ward shall thine hands be strengthened to 
go down unto the host.” (Judges 7: g-11.) 


Gideon and Phurah went down to 
the camp of the Midianites and there 
they overheard a soldier telling his 
companion a dream: 


**T have dreamed a dream; when I saw 
a round barley cake thrown into the camp 
of Midian, and it went to the General’s 
pavilion and struck it, and it fell; but it 
bounded forward, and another pavilion 
fell!’ (Judges 7: 13, Ferrar Fenton Trans.) 

The companion to whom the dream 
was told said that it meant nothing 
else than the sword of Gideon, the son 
of Joash, the Israelite. God was going 
to deliver Midian and all the camp 
into his power. When Gideon heard 
the dream and its interpretation, he 
bowed in reverence and returned to 
his three hundred men, issuing the 
command: 

**Arise; for the Lord hath delivered into 
your hand the host of Midian.” (Judges 7: 
15:) 

One Purpose of Prophecy 


Here we have the account of a most 
significant use made of prophecy‘ to 
encourage and strengthen a man 
chosen by God so that he could go 
forward without fear to his task against 
overwhelming odds and be assured of 
victory. When Gideon returned to his 
men he had not the slightest doubt in 
his mind as to the results of the coming 
conflict. 

This is one purpose of prophecy and 
it is in conformity with Peter’s state- 
ment: 

“We have also a more sure word of 
prophecy; whereunto ye do well that ye 
take heed, as unto a light that shineth in a 
dark place, until the day dawn, and the 
day star arise in your hearts.”’ (II Peter 1: 
19-) 

Never was this more demonstrable 
than today in the face of the develop- 
ing crises in all phases of human ac- 
tivity. It is only those who understand 
the “more sure word” of prophecy 
who walk with assurance, unafraid 
amid the uncertainty and confusion of 
the times and although economic trou- 
bles are multiplied. 


Defeat of the Midianites 


The record outlines the strategy 
employed by Gideon to bring con- 
fusion into the camp of the enemy and 
how, as a result of this strategy, the 
Lord caused every man’s sword to be 
against his fellow, for the surprise was 
complete and the confusion was great. 
After that the men of Israel pursued 
the fleeing foe and there was a great 
slaughter. The result was that the 
Midianites were completely subdued 
and Israel was free from war during 
the lifetime of Gideon. 
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Parallel Conditions 


The parallels existing between the 
conditions in the time of Gideon and 
those confronting modern Israel today 
are quite striking. Through infiltra- 
tion, supported by treasonable activi- 
ties on the part of the foe within, the 
enemy has become well entrenched in 
our land today. Our substance is being 
dissipated and our wealth squandered 
in support of alien peoples, while a 
domestic program of regimentation is 
being advocated which, if adopted, 
will certainly impoverish this great 
nation. It is all a part of the plan of the 
enemy to destroy God’s people. 

The message of the prophets for our 
day and time is that, as the Israel of 
God, we have turned aside from His 
laws and are refusing to keep His 
covenant. Because this is so, God is 
allowing our prosperity to wane and 
our wealth to be given to our enemies. 
Although we provide financial and 
material aid for them, the people of 
Europe and Asia are not our friends, 
but despise us even while they con- 
sume our substance. As the Midianites, 
the Amalekites and the people of the 
East encamped against ancient Israel, 
so today their descendants are en- 
camped against us. A great confed- 
eracy is being organized by Soviet 
Russia the purpose of which is to take 
over world rule and, if necessary, an- 
nihilate the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic na- 
tions and subject their people to the 
rule of tyrants. 


Purpose of Enemy 


Prophetically referring to this situa- 
tion as it would develop in the closing 
days of the present age, the Psalmist 
speaks of such a confederacy of enemy 
nations. Because of the seriousness of 
the situation, the Psalmist exclaims: 


“Keep not thou silence, O God: hold 
not thy peace, and be not still, O God. 
For, lo, thine enemies make a tumult: and 
they that hate thee have lifted up the head. 
They have taken crafty counsel against thy 
people, and consulted against thy hidden 
ones. They have said, Come, and let us 
cut them off from being a nation; that the 
name of Israel may be no more in remem- 
brance. For they have consulted together 
with one consent: they are confederate 
against thee.” (Ps. 83: 1-5.) 


The identification of the people 
against whom these enemies are con- 
federated is revealed in the statement, 
“against thy hidden ones.” It is the 
lost sheep of the House of Israel who

have been hidden from the world, 
whose identity is only now being pro- 
claimed as the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic 
peoples, who are shown to be the 
modern House of Israel in the world 
today. 

Following this statement the Psalm- 
ist lists the member nations of the con- 
federacy, naming among them the 
Midianites and the Amalekites, as well 
as stating that the children of Lot 
would assist them. China represents a 
people who are descendent from one 
of the daughters of Lot and, by the 
Communist victories in that land, as- 
sistance is certainly being given to the 
furtherance of the over-all plot of the 
Communists in their program for 
world domination. 


Facing Defeat 


Five hundred years after the Psalm- 
ist prophesied the formation of the 
confederation of enemy nations God, 
through the prophet Ezekiel, again 
speaks of that confederacy and gives 
us the more modern names of the na- 
tions involved. The Prophet declares 
that Gog of the land of Magog, the 
chief prince of Meshech, or Moscow, 
will furnish leadership and modern 
Israel will be the object of their attack 
(Ez. 38). Ezekiel states that they will 
possess all kinds of destructive weap- 
ons, a fact well known today in the 
light of modern scientific discoveries. 

They are a power to be reckoned 
with and even in the first phase of 
world conflict — the cold war — we 
seem to have no really adequate de- 
fense against them. Now that China 
has succumbed to Communist pres- 
sure, the Anglo-Saxon world has suf- 
fered a major defeat in the Far East. 
Germany is also moving toward the 
camp of the Soviets as the result of 
blundering diplomacy; it will be but a 
matter of time now when all Germany 
will come under Soviet domination 
and control. Then German technical 
skill and know-how will become a 
major asset in the Russian plans. Al- 
ready German scientists have made 
the Russian possession of the atomic 
bomb possible, as well as other highly- 
developed weapons of modern warfare. 


Losing the Conflict 


Whether the American people real- 
ize it or not, we are losing the cold war 
and coming events will make it impos- 
sible for us to win the shooting phase 
of the coming conflict against the com- 
bined forces of a great confederacy of 


nations under the leadership of the 
Kremlin, backed by German technical 
skill and the ability to draw upon the 
almost limitless manpower of the 
Chinese. 

Is there any hope for us under such 
circumstances? Have we assurance of 
deliverance from such an evil combina- 
tion of enemies who are even now 
preparing to bring the Anglo-Saxon 
world into subjection? 

Gideon faced an equally serious 
situation in view of his small resources, 
yet, in spite of a foe that outnumbered 
his forces many times, God reduced his 
means of defense and his ability to 
make physical war against them from 
an army of 32,000 to only a token 
force of 300 men. There is evidence 
today that God is permitting our 
means of defense as a nation to be re- 
duced, even while the foe prepares for 
the day when they will strike by land, 
sea and through the air. Not only have 
we made tremendous diplomatic blun- 
ders, but we have assisted our enemy 
to strengthen her military position by 
supplying potential war materials di- 
rectly or indirectly for the use of the 
Soviet military forces. Along with all 
this is the evidence of internal strife, 
with politics taking precedence over 
policies which would insure national 
security. Actually, we are in no better 
position to meet the present issue than 
Gideon was when he faced a resolute 
and thoroughly prepared foe, flushed 
with victory and a thousand times 
stronger than the forces he had origi- 
nally assembled for battle. 


The Law and the Prophets 


If there was ever a time in our own 
history when it was imperative that 
our nation turn to the law and the 
prophets, it is now. In an understand- 
ing of the law the way is provided by 
which God can bring victory to His 
people, regardless of how strong or well 
prepared the enemy is. God’s instruc- 
tions through Moses were: 


“And it shall come to pass, if thou shalt 
hearken diligently unto the voice of the 
Lord thy God, to observe and to do all his 
commandments which I command thee 
this day, that the Lord thy God will set 
thee on high above all nations of the earth. 
. . - The Lord shall cause thine enemies 
that rise up against thee to be smitten be- 
fore thy face: they shall come out against 
thee one way, and flee before thee seven 
ways. . . . And the Lord shall make thee 
the head, and not the tail; and thou shalt 
be above only, and thou shalt not be be- 
neath; if that thou hearken unto the com- 
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mandments of the Lord thy God, which I 
command thee this day, to observe and to 
do them.” (Deut. 28: 1, 7 & 13.) 

The state of unpreparedness in 
Israel in the days of Gideon is being 
duplicated today, but on a much 
greater scale as we approach the crisis 
of the ages. Daniel’s book records the 
message of the “man clothed in linen” 
who prophesied that the time would 
come when the “power of the holy 
people [Israel] would be completely 
broken” (Dan. 12: 7, Ferrar Fenton 
Trans.) As pointed out in Study in 
Daniel: 

“The aftermath of World War II has 
left Great Britain in a weakened condition 
and even the United States of America 
finds its economic situation far from 
healthy as we pour billions into relief, try- 
ing to stabilize Europe and prevent chaos. 
This is a direct result of Hitler’s evil ag- 
gression for since his defeat the power of 
Great Britain has been shattered and the 
United States has been left with a burden- 
some indebtedness that will ultimately im- 
pair our economy beyond its power to 
recuperate. It is also true that the military 
power for defense of both Great Britain and 
the United States has been so weakened 
that neither is in a position now to wage 
successful war against an aggressor. The 
power of the Israel people has indeed been 
broken.” (Pages 371-2.) 

The Anglo-Saxon-Celtic nations can 
no longer gain decisive victories over 
their foes through the might of their 
armed forces. There will be no victory 
over the coming foe while we continue 
to walk contrary to God’s laws and 
fail to obey His commandments. As a 
nation we must return to God and 
keep the requirements of the covenant 
made with our forefathers who took an 
oath saying, “‘All that the Lord hath 
spoken we will do.” They solemnly 
promised to administer His laws as the 
law of their land and this oath God is 
going to require us to keep before He 
will give us relief from enemy pressure 
in the days ahead. 


A National Call 


Yet, in spite of the seriousness of the 
situation confronting us, we can turn 
to the prophets for information as to 
the ultimate outcome of the sanguinary 
conflict soon to involve our people in 
the most deadly war of all time. We 
find there that an attack by the Com- 
munists and their confederates is in- 
evitable, for thus do the prophets 
answer those who question whether 
the “cold” war will ever develop into 
a “hot or shooting” war. It will. 
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Joel the Prophet describes the attack 
by the northern confederacy, declaring 
it will herald the Great and Terrible 
Day of the Lord. His book contains a 
message to God’s people in that day of 
trouble and war: 


“Therefore also now, saith the Lord, 
turn ye even to me with all your heart, 
and with fasting, and with weeping, and 
with mourning: And rend your heart, and 
not your garments, and turn unto the Lord 
your God.” (Joel 2: 12-13.) 


Here we have a message setting 
forth a requisite condition before God 
will intervene to deliver us from the 
northern hordes. He will never again 
give victory to modern Israel over her 
foes until this condition is met. The 
Prophet instructs: 


“Gather the people, sanctify the con- 
gregation, assemble the elders, gather the 
children, and those that suck the breasts: 
let the bridegroom go forth of his chamber, 
and the bride out of her closet. Let the 
priests, the ministers of the Lord, weep 
between the porch and the altar.” (Joel 2: 
16-17.) 


Great Spiritual Awakening 


The House of Israel will at last be 
aroused to the fact that only through 
Divine intervention can we escape 
annihilation at the hands of a thor- 
oughly vicious foe. The scene Joel 
depicts is that of a great national 
spiritual revival and, as the Israel of 
God, the Prophet declares we must 
pray: 

“Spare thy people, O Lord, and give 
not thine heritage to reproach, that the 
heathen should rule over them: wherefore 
should they say among the people, Where 
is their God?”’ (Joel 2: 17.) 

Then and then only will the answer 
come from the Lord. As a result of this 
national repentance, God responds 
with the declaration: 


“I will remove far off from you the 
northern army, and will drive him into a 
land barren and desolate, with his face 
toward the east sea, and his hinder part 
toward the utmost sea.” (Joel 2: 20.) 


Destruétion of Foes 


The Prophet then asserts that the 
Lord will do great things, for, by 
virtue of this national awakening to 
righteousness, our enemies will become 
God’s enemies and He will destroy 
them. As Gideon and his band of 300 
watched their foes fight among them- 
selves, so will Israel witness the results 
of God’s intervention at that time. 
Ezekiel describes this slaughter: 


‘And I will call for a sword against him 
throughout all my mountains, saith the 
Lord God: every man’s sword shall be 
against his brother. And I will plead 
against him with pestilence and with 
blood; and I will rain upon him, and upon 
his bands, and upon the many people that 
are with him, an overflowing rain, and 
great hailstones, fire, and brimstone. Thus 
will I magnify myself, and sanctify myself; 
and I will be known in the eyes of many 
nations, and they shall know that I am 
the Lord.” (Ez. 38: 21-23.) 


Ezekiel states that only a sixth part 
of the great army of the confederacy 
will be left and their weapons will be 
struck from their hands: 


‘Thou shalt fall upon the mountains of 
Israel, thou, and all thy bands, and the 
people that is with thee: I will give thee 
unto the ravenous birds of every sort, and 
to the beasts of the field to be devoured. 
Thou shalt fall upon the open field: for I 
have spoken it, saith the Lord God.” 
(Ez. 39: 4-5-) 

Spiritual Vittory 


In this final conflict of the ages God 
is not going to allow modern Israel to 
gain the victory upon the field of bat- 
tle, lest they glory. The only victory 
they will gain will be a spiritual one 
when the nation, under pressure as the 
result of the forward march of a vic- 
torious enemy, turns to God with all 
their hearts, seeking Divine interven- 
tion. The result will be as stated by 
Joel: 

“And ye shall know that I am in the 
midst of Israel, and that I am the Lord 


your God, and none else: and my people 
shall never be ashamed.”’ (Joel 2: 27.) 


Ezekiel adds to this with a message 
from the Lord: 


“And I will set my glory among the 
heathen, and all the heathen shall see my 
judgment that I have executed, and my 
hand that I have laid upon them. So the 
house of Israel shall know that I am the 
Lord their God from that day and forward. 
And the heathen shall know that the house 
of Israel went into captivity for their 
iniquity: because they trespassed against 
me.”

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REVIEW OF WORLD AFFAIRS

London, December 1 (By CABLE) 

OTH Mr. TRUMAN and Mr. Attlee knew last Novem- 

ber that competent observers had reported Russia’s 

success in atomic research and her expectation of 

exploding the first bomb in June 1949. Unhappily, they 

disbelieved the reports, hoping that Russia would be dis- 

appointed once again. They failed to take enough account 
of certain scientific and intelligence data. 

Mr. Truman, Mr. Attlee and certain ranking strategists 
allowed themselves to believe that Russia would not have 
the bomb until 1957. The disastrous consequences of this 
historic error of judgment have not yet been made public. 
This miscalculation became the foundation of all strategic 
planning. The result is that almost every plan made and 
conceived has proved insufficient or useless — and a vital 
year has been lost. The time available has been reduced 
from eight years to the three years now believed to be in 
hand. Even this calculation is, possibly, too optimistic. 


Russia’s Clear Plans 


Russia’s plans are crystal clear to those who have access 
to the evidence. She had already immense military land 
power — between 500 and 600 divisions on mobilization, 
not counting Asiatic allies. To this she is now adding 
atomic bombs and highly efficient launching methods. 
All too soon she will have bases from which she can point 
the new weapon at our very heart from several directions. 
She is building a great fleet of long range bomb-launching 
submarines and supersonic pilotless missiles and a great 
arctic air force already exists. 

It cannot be urged too strongly that, unless measures 
are at once taken to offset these preparations, the Atlantic 
Powers will face an impossible situation within a short 
time. If measures are taken, we shall have little to fear. 
It is hard to press this too strongly. 

The issue is not merely one of war or peace. It is not one 
of victory or defeat. It is no longer a question of unpre- 
paredness involving a retreat and then slow recovery lead- 
ing to eventual victory. It is one of the continued existence 
of the human race on the planet — an issue which might 
well be decided within the first phase of an atomic war. 
The fearful risks can, however, be reduced and perhaps 
entirely overcome if the right policies are now adopted and 
followed. All may be lost if they are not. The plea for 
action cannot be made too strong. 

It can be stated with authority that the measures out- 
lined in the Defense Memorandum published last month are 
the minimum necessities for basic security. Almost nothing 
is being done along the lines suggested. 

In Britain Mr. Bevin opposes anything worth while in 
political warfare, though it would be something really 
constructive. The atomic bomb stock-pile is bottled up; no 
preparations have been made for its proper use in case of 
danger. The essential bases have not been started. We have 
inadequate production plans for jet aircraft and rocket- 
launching machines. 
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The Far East is being allowed to slither fast into the 
Soviet strategic system. Except on paper there are no ade- 
quate plans for the defense of ‘Tibet, Siam, Burma or Indo- 
China. In case of a greater threat to Malaya, no plans are 
ready. No plans beyond those devised for the 1957 dead- 
line have been made for the defense of Afghanistan, Persia, 
Iraq or Turkey (though some political efforts are being 
made to strengthen Persia). All are in great peril. 

In Africa political sabotage continues unchecked, par- 
ticularly in the Belgian Congo, Nigeria, the Gold Coast, 
Ethiopia and in several important North African coun- 
tries. Russian agents are drifting into South Africa through 
Portuguese East. Africa is not yet being developed on any- 
thing approaching the necessary scale for defense purposes. 


British Economic Problems 


The average man and woman is still totally ignorant of 
the facts about the situation at home and abroad. Plenty 
is done by propaganda to attract his or her support for 
various ideas, but almost nothing to give the plain facts 
so that independent political judgments can be made. 

It is sometimes argued that the facts would not be ac- 
cepted. The experiment never having been made we have 
nothing but speculation upon which to go except that on 
the rare occasions when the public have been told the 
whole truth they have reacted with much sense. 

The difference between what the politicians know must 
be done and what they say in public is exceedingly dan- 
gerous. It is remarkable that no party has yet seen that 
ultimate and long enduring power will fall to the one 
which gives the British nation a full account of the facts, 
soon to be revealed in the most painful manner if America 
does not again intervene — and it would be a disaster if 
she did. | 

The official policy at present is to reduce home demands 
and overseas investment in the sterling area because they 
lap up production which must be forced into dollar sales. 
This is very shortsighted. It is not yet realized that direct 
dollar sales will never amount to enough to bridge the gap, 
whereas overseas investment and consequent movement of 
population would solve the problem. Moreover, decline in 
the home market will soon kill that part of the dollar trade 
which has the best chance of continuing. Hardly a voice is 
raised to say these things. 

Above all, of course, there is almost complete lack of 
national conviction as to what is right and wrong. This 
causes much confusion in everything, particularly in poli- 
tics. If the nation returned to absolute standards and 
tested all political decisions by them, a unity would be 
created which is now lacking. 

Finally, it is most strongly felt throughout the nation 
that the Conservatives and Liberals should come to an 
arrangement. This has been suggested many times and 
still nothing comes of it. The leaders of both parties are in 
danger of causing grave public displeasure if they do not 
make greater efforts for a common front. 
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Given political stability and wise leadership, the vast 
resources of the sterling area could make Britain richer 
than she has ever been. Very soon there could be a saga 
of higher wages, a higher standard of living and bigger 
fortunes. There are greater chances than ever of expansion 
and advance in areas now wide open for development. 
The raw materials are there, the man power, the transport, 
the need and the money. America is waiting to invest. 


Danger in Tibet 


An observer, very recently, in Lhasa reports: “I may 
say that the latest news is black. I can get no information 
of any possibility of a preparation for resistance in the west 
of Chinghai, and although the Tibetans have expressed 
their determination to resist, they have no sense of the 
immediacy of the peril. The Communists have more than 
once laid claim to Tibet as part of China and, as they have 
had no opposition in the northwest of China, they can, so 
far as I can see, walk in here any day. Winter is no real 
obstacle. In fact, many rivers and streams are easier to 
cross in winter when they dry up. These may be the last 
days of Tibet as it was. I hope I am wrong, but I see no 
basis for hope. No one can help now even if they would. 
As for what India will do about its new neighbors, your 
guess is as good as mine.” 

It will interest those who like to notice such phenomena 
that the oracles which the Tibetan government officially 
consults long ago said that there would not be a fourteenth 
Dalai Lama. The present one is a child and, not having 
been crowned, cannot perhaps, strictly speaking, be called 
the fourteenth. If Communist China invades Tibet, as 
our observer thinks all too possible, he will not be crowned 
and the old oracles will have been proved right. The 
prophecy went on that in due time a new Buddha will 
come from the west. 


Report From Germany 


The setting up of the East German government un- 
doubtedly dramatized the partition of Germany in Ger- 
man eyes. Germans have always felt bitter about this divi- 
sion. International barriers between people of German 
stock formed the main argument of Nazi propaganda, just 
as it now does of that of the Communists. The present open 
division has given great impetus to anti-foreign feeling as 
well as to the latent nationalism. Dismantling and partition 
have caused a surge of nationalist feeling which it would 
be foolish to underestimate. 

Soviet policy vis-a-vis Germany is based absolutely on 
the re-creation of German unity and the Russians are con- 
fident of success. Observers with access to former Nazi 
circles report that, since the middle of October, there has 
been a sharp turning towards a German form of Com- 
munism. It can, perhaps, best be described as National- 
Bolshevism, reminiscent of the Black Front of the last pre- 
Hitler days. It is not Titoism but a new National-Socialist 
concept based on the idea of a German-Russian alliance to 
dominate the world. 

The Russians have been very clever in declaring that the 
establishment of the East German government in no way 
changes the four-Power status of Berlin. This is a polite 
way of saying that if the western Powers change this status 
by including western Berlin in the western German Re- 
public, the whole question of Berlin will be reopened. 
This is a threat which must impress all the western Powers 
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and might easily become a bone of contention between 
them, as well as adding one more weapon to the already 
well-stocked arsenal of Russian propaganda. 

Our reports make it impossible to resist the conclusion 
that the alliance between Russia and German nationalism 
is becoming a dangerous reality and that in the issue be- 
tween the two German governments the odds favor the 
east. 


Outlook in Yugoslavia 


Observers in Yugoslavia are puzzled. They say that 
military and political reports do not seem to fit in with 
each other. They are also at a loss to understand why Tito 
has not been assassinated. All observers are agreed that, 
since mid-September, the Cominform underground has 
been quite strong enough to do it and there is no question 
of the Kremlin being deterred by any moral scruples. At 
the end of September, two Soviet government emissaries 
arrived at the military airport of Pancsevo in a Czech 
military aircraft. They were met by four high Yugoslav 
military personages with a special secret police detach- 
ment. Marshal Tito’s own armored car, with drawn 
blinds, took the Russians to Tito’s palace where they had 
a talk with Tito lasting five hours. On leaving the palace 
they went straight back to the airport and returned as 
they came. 

There is strong anti-American feeling in high quarters 
in Belgrade. American foreign policy comes in for a great 
deal of adverse comment and American help to Yugoslavia 
is taken without the slightest intention of giving any quid 
pro quo. In fact, some of the Yugoslav leaders are laughing 
up their sleeves at the Americans. 


Hungary 


The best military observers in Hungary seem to agree 
that, so far as it is possible to judge from military prepara- 
tions there, no invasion of Yugoslavia is contemplated for 
the next three or four months. At the same time the Soviet 
authorities in Hungary are getting everything ready for the 
reception of considerable forces. 

The latest troops to arrive have been noticeably correct 
in their dealings with the population, and this goes to 
confirm reports from other sources that crack units are 
being sent to Hungary. 


Mexico 


Things are bad in Mexico. A serious economic crisis is 
playing right into the hands of the Communists. We have 
reliable information that high officials of the extreme right 
Partido de Accion Nacional (PAN) have been having 
highly secret conversations with Lombardo Toledano’s 
Partido Popular (PP) which, to put it mildly, is a party of 
fellow travellers. 

A well-organized opposition would have no difficulty in 
taking advantage of the deplorable economic situation. 
The present government is incompetent and corrupt. The 
peso is gradually slipping into a runaway inflation.

The Deepening Chaos 


By REV. E. J. SPRINGETT 


ARE NOW in the midst of 
WV another phase of the world 
chaos which has been steadily 


growing in intensity during the life- 
time of this generation. We have 
not reached our present position by 
chance; it is the inevitable and pro- 
gressive development of a well-ordered 
plan and purpose for humanity, which 
shall eventually result in man’s high- 
est good. In the advancement of this 
plan we have experienced two con- 
flicts which have had the effect of 
completely changing the political and 
economic structure of the world, and 
have also affected the lives and des- 
tinies of millions of people. Between 
the two wars an economic battle went 
on, which resulted in what was gen- 
erally called ‘“The Great Depression,” 
and this only came to an end with the 
outbreak of the second phase of armed 
conflict in September 1939. The Celto- 
Saxon peoples, who bore the brunt of 
the struggle in order to prevent totali- 
tarian domination, are faced with a 
crisis which, in the opinion of a great 
many people, will result in the com- 
plete collapse of the Western world. 
Added to the perplexities occasioned 
by economic conditions is the wide- 
spread realization that when the in- 
evitable financial collapse occurs the 
opportunity will arise for another de- 
termined attempt to impose totali- 
tarianism on mankind and gain world 
domination by force. It was under 
such conditions that high-ranking offi- 
cials from Great Britain, the United 
States and Canada have recently been 
meeting in Washington, charged with 
the responsibility of finding a solution 
to the grave difficulties in which Great 
Britain is involved because of her dol- 
lar shortage. The whole problem is in- 
separably connected with trade and 
commerce, the balance of exports and 
imports, proper value of the pound 
sterling, the standard of living, and 
with the inescapable fact that Great 
Britain has become bankrupt because 
of her magnificent effort in the recent 
conflict when, standing alone in the 
early months of the struggle, she was 
compelled to liquidate practically the 
whole of her assets in defense of free- 
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dom. Closely associated with this is 
the further fact that the United States 
has, for the time being, become the 
greatest creditor nation in the world. 

It does not come within the scope of 
this article to discuss in detail the 
widespread ramifications of this world 
crisis. From the statements made in the 
public press and the diverse opinions 
aired over the radio, it is absolutely 
impossible to get any clear under- 
standing of conditions as they really 
are; yet this tribulation, the climax of 
which has not yet been reached, will 
affect the future of every individual. 
It will result in the complete collapse 
of the present predatory economic 
system, which will, in turn, bring 
about the emergence and functioning 
of that perfect economic system under 
which man will enjoy permanent 
peace and security, equality of oppor- 
tunity and the satisfaction of legitimate 
aspirations. In short, it will usher in 
the conditions visualized by the proph- 
ets Isaiah and Micah, when “nation 
shall not lift up sword against nation, 
neither shall they learn war any more”’ 
and, “‘they shall sit every man under 
his vine and under his fig tree; and 
none shall make them afraid.” 

These statements, which are based 
upon the authoritative declarations of 
the Bible, raise the consideration of the 
present world crisis to an entirely 
different plane from that upon which 
it is generally regarded; and it is on 
this plane that we proceed to discuss 
the vital questions, namely: Why have 
we reached the present critical condi- 
tion? Will our economic experts, politi- 
cians and statesmen be able to solve 
the problem? And how is the actual 
solution to be reached? 

The present critical condition in the 
world’s economic system is the result of 
human conduct, because man has un- 
dertaken to operate world affairs in 
accordance with his own will without 
reference to any higher will or pur- 
pose. For nearly 2,000 years man has 
prayed, *“Thy kingdom come. Thy will 
be done in earth, as it is in heaven.” 
But can any of us assert that in the 
administration of human affairs, na- 
tionally, internationally, in the eco- 


nomic sphere, in the industrial realm, 
or in the social order generally, there 
has been any attempt whatever to 
carry out God’s will in the manage- 
ment of human affairs, and in ac- 
cordance with this pious aspiration — 
for that is the only term by which our 
petition can be described. 

It is essential to face the stern facts 
and realities of present conditions. 
When this is done the cause of the 
present crisis can be summed up in the 
definite statement that it has come 
about because we have refused to do 
God’s will on earth as it is done in 
heaven. Now that statement is con- 
trary to the general idea; I do not 
suppose for a moment that it would be 
approved by the majority of those who 
are responsible leaders in world af- 
fairs, or by the people who have ele- 
vated them to the positions which they 
now occupy. We have, in the last 100 
years or so, formed the habit of rele- 
gating God and His will not only to 
the background, but leaving Him out 
of our reckoning altogether, and there 
will be no solution whatever to the 
problems which the crisis entails until 
this fact is recognized and God is re- 
stored to the place which He must and 
will occupy. 

For example, let us think back to the 
beginning of the lifetime of this genera- 
tion, which opened the first world war. 
Immediately subsequent to the war’s 
end, in 1918, many geod resolutions 
were made. We recognized in those 
days that civilization had received a 
tremendous blow and the old world 
order had been shaken to its very 
foundations, that civilization as we 
knew it had been practically obliter- 
ated. We acknowledged that we stood 
at the crossroads of destiny, that we 
must decide which road we would fol- 
low, and we started off with high 
hopes. The great elder statesman, 
Field-Marshal Smuts, declared with 
fervor in those days, ““Humanity has 
struck its tents, and is on the march.” 

Whither did we march? At the end 
of the long trek of twenty years we 
found ourselves in the midst of another 
and greater conflict. True, we had 
brought into being a world organiza- 
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tion which people fondly imagined 
would maintain peace in the world. 
We called it the League of Nations. 
All it did, in the words of the prophet, 
was to “build a wall of untempered 
mortar” which could not withstand 
the stress and strain of human passion 
and rebellion. 

Later we passed through the second 
conflict and once again, five years ago, 
we proceeded to make great resolu- 
tions. “‘We must,” we said, “ensure 
that another conflict shall never arise. 
We must have an instrument to main- 
tain world peace and security.” We 
brought into being what is now called 
the United Nations, but again we 
failed to realize what ought to have 
been patent to the eyes of all thought- 
ful people: that we had once more left 
God out of our reckoning; that we had 
made no place for Him or His purpose 
in the charter framed at San Fran- 
cisco, and that we have consistently, in 
connection with the deliberations and 
policy of that body, ignored Him. 

An editorial article on the Inter- 
national Page of Time for August 22, 
1949, under the heading, “United 
Nations — No Time for Prayer,” 
states: 

**A lot of people think that what UN 


needs most is Divine guidance. Ever since 
its foundation, letters have poured in 


urging that UN open its sessions with a 
prayer. A non-denominational ‘prayer 
room’ was proposed for UN’s new Man- 
hattan headquarters. Bowing to the fact 
that UN’s members are of many different 
faiths (some are specifically atheistic), a 
special committee of the General Assembly 
last week dodged the explosive issue. It 
recommended merely that each annual 
assembly be opened and closed with a 
minute of silence, which each delegate 
would be free to use for prayer, for medita- 
tion, or reflection on the five-year plan. 
The minute-long nod to God — or to pro- 
duction in the ball-bearing works — was 
calculated to give the least offense to the 
smallest number. Even so, it barely got by. 
Out of fifteen committee members only 
eight voted for it; the Soviet Union, 
France and two others abstained; three 
members had stayed away from the meet- 
ing.’” 

Can you grasp the cynicism of the 
statement made by the editorial 
writer? The United Nations has no 
time for God, not even one minute, in 
which to allow the mere breathing of 
the aspiration, “Thy will be done in 
earth, as it is in heaven.”? No, God’s 
will does not count here, nor does it 
count in its proper application as far 
as the general administration of affairs 
is concerned. No wonder we are wit- 
nessing the gravest crisis of our eco- 
nomic history. No wonder that behind 
the scenes the governments of Western 


civilization are dreading the outbreak 
of another conflict which, when the 
economic collapse which they visualize 
actually occurs, is inevitable. 

These are stern facts which, while 
they may be unpalatable, must be 
stated. Fifty years ago Rudyard Kip- 
ling, the Poet of Empire, wrote his 
magnificent poem, ““The Recessional,” 
commemorating the Diamond Jubilee 
of Queen Victoria, of blessed memory. 
That Jubilee occurred when the power 
and might of Britain and the Empire 
were at their height. Kipling, who 
knew his Bible, and as a result knew of 
the ancestry and the destiny of the 
Celto-Saxon peoples, did not hesitate 
to state the dependence of the race 
upon Almighty God, nor to warn of 
the danger that would result when this 
was forgotten. His words might well be 
used as our prayer in these days: 


If drunk with sight of power we loose 
Wild tongues that have not Thee in awe, 
Such boastings as the Gentiles use, 

Or lesser breeds without the Law. 

Lord God of Hosts, be with us yet, 

Lest we forget — lest we forget! 


For heathen heart that puts her trust 
In reeking tube and iron shard; 

All valiant dust that builds on dust, 
And guarding, calls not Thee to guard; 
For frantic boast and foolish word — 
Thy mercy on Thy people, Lord!

plications and difficulties to increase, 
making adequate national defense 
against the evil aggression of Soviet 
Russia impossible. Our defense does 
not lie in the possession of atomic 
bombs and other weapons of compara- 
ble destructiveness, nor does it rest 
upon the strength of our army, navy 
and air forces. Rather, it lies in the 
realm of the spirit. Victory will come 
through Divine intervention alone, 
and this will be only after a national 
awakening to righteousness when the 
people turn to God wholeheartedly, 
acknowledge their sins and become 
sincerely willing to obey His will. De- 
liverance can come in no other way, 
lest we should boast of having accom- 
plished in our own strength the defeat 
of the enemies of righteousness arrayed 
against us.

THE BOOK OF THE KINGDOM 


CHAPTER XIII 
THE REIGN OF SAUL 


Saul was confirmed as a result of his victory over the 

Ammonites, Samuel addressed the people of Israel. 
In the course of his remarks he pointed out that he had 
hearkened to their voice and a king had been chosen to 
rule over them. Referring to himself, Samuel said that he 
was old and grayheaded and had served them long. He 
also mentioned his sons; no doubt the occasion reminded 
him of their misconduct. Because of their evil ways, the 
account indicates that Samuel had deprived them of hold- 
ing any official position in Israel, reducing them to the 
common rank of the rest of the people. 

Eli’s sin had been in allowing his sons to continue in 
public office after he became aware of their misconduct in 
public affairs. When Samuel was informed that his sons 
were taking bribes and misbehaving in office, he imme- 
diately removed them from their positions in the Israel 
commonwealth.

Samuel’s Challenge 


Continuing his address, Samuel declared that from child- 
hood he had faithfully carried out all commitments placed 
in his charge. As a judge who had fulfilled the duties 
assigned to him, he was officially retiring from administer- 
ing the affairs of state. He issued a challenge for anyone 
to speak up if at any time during his long tenure of office 
he had been dishonest in his dealings: 


‘Behold, here I am: witness against me before the Lord, and 
before his anointed: whose ox have I taken? Or whose ass have I 
taken? Or whom have I defrauded? Whom have I oppressed? 
Or of whose hand have I received any bribe to blind mine eyes 
therewith? And I will restore it you.’’ (I Sam. 12: 3.) 


The people replied by giving a splendid testimony to 
Samuel’s devotion to duty and honesty in all his dealings 
during the years of his judgeship. With one voice they 
declared he had never defrauded nor oppressed them, for 
he had not extorted anything whatever from anyone. 
Samuel then said that the Lord was a witness, as well as 
Saul, their King, that no fault could be found with his 
administration. The people declared the witness to be 
true. Thereupon, Samuel legally relinquished the office 
of judge, leaving behind him an untarnished record of 
righteous performance as one of Israel’s great statesmen. 
Saul was now to assume the office Samuel had relinquished 
and, as head of the Kingdom, would henceforth be charged 
with the administration of its affairs. 


Sound Counsel 


Following the ceremony of turning over to Saul the 
handling of the affairs of state, Samuel recited the history 
of Israel. He spoke of God’s choosing of Moses and Aaron, 
declaring that they were raised up for the purpose of 
delivering the people from Egyptian bondage. He then 
reminded Israel that when they forgot God, they were 
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sold into the hands of the nations around them. They 
became subject to those nations during the years of dis- 
obedience and deliverance came only when they turned 
from their sinful ways and gave up their idolatrous 
practices. 

After giving a list of the names of men whom God had 
raised up from time to time to deliver His people from 
their oppressors, Samuel accused Israel of desiring a king 
to reign over them when the Lord, their God, was their 
King. Nevertheless, they had the king they had desired. 
Israel’s sin was in the refusal to obey the Lord their God, 
at the same time declaring a willingness to obey the voice 
of a man whom they would serve as their king. Samuel 
then counselled: 


“If ye will fear the Lord, and serve him, and obey his voice, 
and not rebel against the commandment of the Lord, then shall 
both ye and also the king that reigneth over you continue follow- 
ing the Lord your God: But if ye will not obey the voice of the 
Lord, but rebel against the commandment of the Lord, then 
shall the hand of the Lord be against you, as it was against 
your fathers.”’ (I Sam. 12: 14-15.) 


Throne of the Lord 


God never relinquished His Kingship over His people. 
Later David was anointed King, but the throne itself in 
Israel was declared to be the throne of Jehovah, a fact 
which becomes clear as we study the history of His King- 
dom people. When Solomon became King the statement 
is made: 


“Then Solomon sat on the throne of the Lord as king instead 
of David his father, and prospered; and all Israel obeyed him.” 
(I Chron. 29: 23.) 


At the time Saul was assuming office and Samuel was 
relinquishing his position as judge in Israel, it was the 
season of the wheat harvest. Electric storms were very 
rare at that time of the year, but Samuel declared that 
such a storm would come as a sign that the people had 
been evil in the sight of the Lord. So Samuel called upon 
the Lord and He sent thunder, lightning and rain. The 
people were in great fear and they asked Samuel to pray 
for them. He told them not to fear for, though they had 
acted wickedly, yet, if they would serve the Lord and not 
follow after vain things which cannot profit, the Lord 
would not forsake them for His great Name’s sake. 

Samuel declared he would continue to pray for the 
people. He also promised to continue to instruct them in 
righteousness so that they might know the good and right 
way. But if they persisted in sin, Samuel warned them that 
they and their King would be destroyed. 


Standing Army 


After a reign of two years Saul chose three thousand 
men to serve as a standing army. This is the first historical 
record of a standing army as distinct from general military 
service. Two thousand men of this standing army remained 
in Bethel with Saul and one thousand were with Jonathan, 
the son of Saul, in Gibeah of Benjamin.

Philistines Stirred Up 

Jonathan attacked a Philistine garrison in Geba with 
the result that, when the principal forces of the Philistines 
heard of it, they gathered for battle against Israel. Saul 
summoned the people to prepare to meet the threat of 
war, for the Philistines held Israel in contempt. The 
Philistines came up against Israel with a great army of 
fighting men besides thirty thousand chariots and six 
thousand horsemen. 

The men of Israel were fearful and the people hid in 
holes and caves, on the cliffs and in the bushes to escape 
from their enemies. Some even crossed over the Jordan to 
the country of Gad and Gilead in their flight from the 
Philistines. But Saul continued on to Gilgal and all his 
army trembled as they followed him. It was hardly a 
prepossessing state of affairs for Saul as he moved to meet 
the enemy. 


Saul’s Impatience 


Apparently aware of the precarious situation, Saul had 
sent for Samuel to come to him. Samuel had evidently 
sent word that he would come in seven days. Saul waited 
but the Prophet failed to appear on the seventh day. 
Because of the odds against them, many men in Saul’s 
army began to desert the King and Saul’s forces were 
materially depleted. In his desperation Saul issued in- 
structions that the burnt offering and the peace offering 
were to be brought to him and he thereupon made the 
offering in place of Samuel. As soon as Saul had finished 
making the offering, Samuel arrived and he asked Saul 
what he had done. The King confessed that he had made 
the offering, declaring that because Samuel had delayed 
in coming to him, many of his army were deserting. The 
Philistines had gathered at Michmash and would soon be 
upon him at Gilgal and he had not entreated the Lord. 
He told Samuel, “I forced myself therefore, and offered 
a burnt-offering.”’ 


Judgment Passed 


Saul had waited until the seventh day, but he did not 
wait seven full days. Samuel came at the end of seven days 
as promised, but Saul was impatient and when the seventh 
day arrived and Samuel was not there he had proceeded 
to make the offering himself. It was a test of Saul’s char- 
acter and his impatience lost him a great inheritance. 
Samuel informed the King: 


*“‘Thou hast done foolishly: thou hast not kept the command- 
ment of the Lord thy God, which he commanded thee [only a 
priest was qualified to officiate at the altar]: for now would the 
Lord have established thy kingdom upon Israel for ever. But 
now thy kingdom shall not continue: the Lord hath sought him 
a man after his own heart, and the Lord hath commanded him 
to be captain over his people, because thou hast not kept that 
which the Lord commanded thee.” (I Sam. 13: 13-14.) 


Samuel left Saul and went from Gilgal to Gibeah of 
Benjamin. 
Desertions 


Saul numbered the forces that remained with him and 
they comprised about six hundred men. The rest of Israel 
had deserted the King. It is very likely that Samuel’s 
denunciation of Saul’s conduct contributed to increase 
the desertions, for many would be doubly apprehensive of 
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the outcome of a conflict with the Philistines after Samuel 
had turned away from the King. Saul and his son Jonathan, 
with the six hundred men still loyal to them, retreated to 
Gibeah. Meantime, the Philistines, who were encamped 
at Michmash, sent out three different bands to harass 
and plunder the land of Israel. 


Israel Disarmed 


The result of unpreparedness was clearly in evidence in 
Israel’s state of disarmament, for the Philistines had 
previously succeeded in disarming Israel. No smith was 
allowed to carry on his trade within the land. Israel’s 
enemies reasoned, “‘Lest the Hebrews make them swords 
or spears” (I Sam. 13:19). Every man in Israel con- 
sequently had to go to the land of the Philistines to repair 
his axe, chisel or ploughshare. Now, with the coming of 
war, Israel was totally unprepared for armed conflict. 
Even the men with Saul had no swords or spears. Saul and 
Jonathan alone had possession of these weapons of war. 
The very fact that Saul, with his son Jonathan, possessed 
such weapons made them outlaws in the eyes of the 
Philistines. 

To disarm a people and prevent the citizens of a nation 
from possessing arms invites disaster. Israel was easily 
invaded by the Philistines because not only the army of 
the nation but the citizens themselves were without means 
of defense. The bands of plunderers were free to go 
throughout the land, robbing and stealing because the 
people could not successfully resist their enemies. Under 
such conditions Israel was in complete subjection to the 
Philistines whom they served. Here was an example that 
disarmament did not bring peace but meant misery and 
suffering for the nation. 


Preparedness Essential 


When people are unable to defend themselves against 
an aggressor, they cannot maintain their liberty or secure 
their freedom and exploiters soon gain control over them. 
History has continually repeated itself throughout the 
ages as men of good will, desiring peace, forget to be 
vigilent and prepare to repel any evil aggressor who may 
come against them. Whenever a people, for whatever 
reason, become so careless about their future well-being 
that they neglect or discard their means of defense, it is 
only a matter of time when they fall prey to an aggressor. 

Because God recognized this to be true, He commanded 
that every man in Israel 20 years old: and upward was to 
be numbered for war. National preparedness to meet 
and repel an invader is God’s kingdom law of security 
for His people when they are faithfully serving Him. 

But national preparedness alone would not be sufficient, 
for in order to be assured of victory over the enemy, 
Israel needs God’s blessing upon her armies. Essential to 
the defeat of an aggressive foe is spiritual as well as physical 
preparation. Israel’s history is a marked demonstration of 
this. Only when obedient to God was Israel courageous and 
assured of victory over all her enemies. 

Israel had departed from observing the Law of the 
Lord. Because of their sins, and through intrigue and 
treachery, they had become helpless and were timid and 
fearful before the invading enemy. When the nation was 
confronted with this crisis only six hundred men were 
loyal enough to the King to remain with him to meet the 
invading foes; all the rest had deserted Saul.
